‘Hardly a Dozen Goldbugs in the 


Whole Body of Democrats. 


BIMETALLISTS ARE IN THE SADDLE 


‘They Are Disposed To Capture the Bxeou- 


tive Committee and Make It Friend- 
ly To Silver—Gold Men Kick. 


Pertle Springs, Mo., August 5.—The ad- 
vance guard of the free silver democrats 
arrived here this morning. Hon. R. P. 
Biand was the central figure of the early 
Mr. Bland says the convention 
may possibly complete its work and ad- 
journ tomorrow night, . 

It is inferred from this that the impor. 
tant work of the convention is in an ad- 
vanced state of cut and dried preparation. 

The silver people feel that they are in 
control and will try to create a new state 
committee. A compromise has been pro- 
posed. Again the silver*people argue that 
no statement of their principles would be 
complete without a strong resolution de- 
gouncing goldbug democracy, including, 
incidentally, the national administration. 
A resolution is already prepared, however, 


that if passed may satisfy the rabid anti-. 


administrationists and at the same time 
have only the effect of a blank cartridge. 
At noon this place and Warrensburg, two 
miles distant, were in a bustie of excite- 
ment and special trains were hourly ar- 
riving bearing delegates and visitors. 

There are cne hundred and fourteen coun- 
ties in Missouri, and it is estimated that 
each county has sent at least tive delegates 
to the democratic convention. This brings 
the total number of delegates up to 570. Of 
these a conservative estimate places those 
pledged and instructed to vote for silver at 
@i6 to 1 ratio at nearly 545. So carefully 
have the silver leaders been guarding their 
interests that in many cases the county 
conven-io:'s passed resolutions prohibiting 
p-oxies. Among the prominent politicians 
and party wheelhorses who are already on 
the ground are Governor Stone, Senator 
Cockrell, Congressmen Bland and DedAr- 
mont, State Auditor Seybert, Judge James 
H. Gibson, of Kansas City; Colonel Nicholas 
M. Bram, of St. Louis; a baker’s dozen of 
state senators, circuit judges gnd railway 
lobbyists. 

Few Goldbugs on Hand. 

The few goldbug partisans in attendance, 
most of whom are members of the state 
committee, were considerably disconcerted 
tonight by the announcement that Chair- 
man Moffitt, of St. Louis, would not be in at- 
tendance owing to the recent doath of a rel- 
‘Btive. Mr “Maffitt’s absence will be keenly 
felt, as he is credited with a magnetic in- 


fluence over the average rural delegate. In.- 


the event of his non-arrivai Hon. John H. 
Carroll, vice chairman and legal counselor 
of the Burlington road, will call the conven- 
tion to order. A number of caucuses were 
held tonight with the view of deciding upon 
temporary organization, but it is hardly 
probable that any decision will be reached 
ntil after the state committee meets tomor- 
‘Tow. The consensus of opinion, however, is 
fthat Judge James Gibson, of Kansas City, 
Will be selected as temporary chairman; ard 
‘that Senator Cockrell or ex-Congressman 
‘Hatch will officiate as permanent chair- 
‘Man. The latter office has been offered to 
‘Governor Stone, but at a late hour tonight 
his friends stated that he has positively de- 
tlined to serve. Hon. Richard P. Bland 
will, in all probability, be selected chairman 
of the committee on resolutions. 

Outside of the silver resclutions. the 
Sreatest fight in the convention will be 
Upon the motion to reorganize the state 
committee. The proposed change is from 
& representative in each congressional dis- 
trict, as at present constituted, to a state 
Senatorial district representation, increas- 
“ed the membership from fifteen to thirty- 
our. 

Senator Cockrell will urge a resolution 
declaring it the sense of the convention 
that the state central committee be in- 
structed ta call early separate nominating 
conventions in 1896 to select delegates to 
the national convention and also to nomi- 
nate candidates for state offices. His pur- 
pose in this resolution is to give Missouri’s 
Wiews on the financial question early in the 
coming campaign.

man, by default, all opposition candidates 
having jumped the track, but all other of- 
fices will be hotly contested by the score 
or more candidates after each.

TEXAS SILVER CONVENTION. 


Delegates Are Arriving at Fort Worth 
Ready for Work. 

Fort Worth, Tex., August 5.—The dele- 
gates to the democratic state sBilver con- 
wention which meet&S here tomorrow are 
beginning to arrive. About 2,000 delegates 
have been appointed. The most conspicuous 
figure in the conventicn will be ex-Senator 
Reagan. 

In a conference this morning the silver 
leaders agreed that the platform should be 
confined to the money question; should favor 
the remonetizing of silver at the present 
ratio, declare antagonism to the bond issues 
of the national administration and that 
the hope of silver lies in the democratic 
party. 

The state bicycle meet opens here tomor- 
row with a large attendance. There will 
be notable riding. 

The populist state encampment also 
meets tomorrow. Ex-Governor Waite and 
Senator Peffer are expected to be here. A 
sensational letter has been’ recetved from 
Eugene V. Debs, the American Railway

SILVER FOR THE CLERK. 


Bat the Foreigner Must Have Gold 
from the Treasury. 
Washington, August 4.—Secretary Morton 
is a goldbug. Several of his principal as- 
sistants at the agricultural department are 
strong advocates of the free coinage of sil- 
ver. One of the gentlerhen has been spend- 
ing a moderate vacation in the west. When 
he returns to Washington tomorrow and 
calls at the office of the distributing clerk 
for his salary, it will be handed to him lit- 
erally in a lump sum. That is to say he 
will receive $175. It is contained in a canvas 
bag eight inches long by four inches wide, 
and it weighed when placed on the scales 
today, exactly ten pounds. : 
Secretary Morton is now anxiously await- 


sing the resutt. He belfeéves that the official 


in question will make an awful row about 
his payment in silver, but the secretary ‘will 
insist that he cannot consistently object to 
coin payment in view of his repeated ut- 
terances in favor of the white metal. The 
secretary says that arguments having fail- 
ed to convince his assistant that silver as a 
circulating medium is not equal to gold, he 
has had recourse to the method of treatment 
used by physicians of the homéopathic 
school, which is expressed in the Latin 
phrase “similia similibus curanter.”’ 


Asked To Demand Gold. 


Topeka, Kas., August 5.—The old soldiers 
of Topeka and Shawnee county, who called 
for their money at the office of Pension 
Commissioner Glick today, had the follow- 
ing circular distributed among them: 

“Comrades—Halt! You are entitled to 
gold in payment of your checks. 
it. Do not accept depreciated currency.”

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SOUTH AMERICAN RATES. 


Steamship Companies Will Probably 
Reduce Fares to the Exposition. 
New York, August 5.—(Special.)—Colonel 

I. W. Avery, the foreign commissioner of 
the Cotton States and International exposi- 
tion, obtained today from Bceulton, Bliss & 
Dalictt, the managers of the Red D line 
of steamships to Venezuelan ports, the 
promise to reopen their decision not to 
give reduced passenger rates to visitors 
from that country to the Atlanta exposi- 
tion, and they now think of giving special 
rates to parties. The firm gave reduced 
rates to commissioners and exhibitors and 
passage free t> the governrrent exhibit; 
with reduced freight on individual exhibits, 
but had declined concessions to individual 
visitors. 

The New York commission and the rajil- 
roads between New York and /tlanta are 
vigorously backing the effort to encourage 
a large South American attendance at the 
exposition. The manager of the Spanish 
steamship line of J. M. Cebsilos & Co., 
running to the West Indies and Venezuela, 
has recommiended to his home company 
that it advance the importafit object of 
the exposition. Many visitcrs desire to 
come from those countries and reduced 
rates will bring them. Colonel Avery leaves 
for home tonight, but will step at Balti- 
mere and Washington.

SEVERAL STEAMERS BURNED 


And Fircmen Injured in a Cincinnati 
Fire. 

Cincinhat!, August 5.—Fire this afternoon 
destroyed the steamers Big Shanty and 
Carrollton and ithe Memph‘s liné’s and the 
Louisville mail line’s wharf boats, and 
injured five people. The loss on the Sandy 
is $60,000. on her cargo $10,000; on the Car- 
roliton $40,000 and on the wharf boats $22,-. 
000. The injured are: 

Superintendent William R, Shaw, burned 
about the hands and neck; Jack Crowley, 
burned about the hands, necKR and arms; 
Fireman William Kibby, back hunt; deaf 
and dumb fireman on Big Sandy, name tin- 
known, hands and head burned; Fireman 
(Bennett, of engine company No. 4, was 
overcome by heat: and driven insane. 

Several children on the boats were res- 
cued at some peril, but with no fatality. 

The fire was discovered at 1:30 o’clock in 
a pile of baled hay in the Cincinndt: and 
Memphis wharf boat. In ten minutes the 
flames had communicated to the. Louis 
ville mail line wharf boat tied just above. 
To this were tied the steamers Big Sangy, 
Carrollton and H. K. Bedford, the first 
two of which were entirely consumed, the'r 
hulls sinking at 4 o’clock. The Carrollton 
and Big Sandy were cut loose, but wer: 
blown against the wharf.

THE LATTER HELD CARSON'S ABAD 


Seizing a Razor the Woman Cut Her 
Husbend’s Throat. 


SHE SAYS IT WAS A CASE OF SUICIDE 


A Mobvut Lynchers Expected To Visit the 
Spartanburg Jail— The Woman 
Keeps Up Her Nerve. 


Spartanburg, 8. C.,. August 5.—(Special.)— 
At the preliminary trial today of Ed Green 
and Mrs, Fannie Carson, charged with mur- 
dering J. O. Carson, the woman’s husband, 
Bud Poole swore that Green came to his 
brother’s house and invited him to Green’s 
house to spend the night. Green finally 
went out, saying that he would return in a 
few minutes. At the expiration of three 
hours he came back. His hands .were 
bloody and he was very much excited. 
Green said to Poole: ‘‘Me and Fannie have 
killed him,’’ and offered Poole $100 to 
swear that they had spent the night to- 
gether, neither leaving the house, 

Poole refused the offer and repeated his 
testimony on the stand. This evidence 
fixed the crime which the conspirators had 
attempted to palm off as a suicide, The 
particulars of the story were soon learned. 
It seems that Green, who is a popular 
young man in the community, twenty-six 
years old and unmarried, has been intimate 
with Mrs. Carson for about @ year, and 
the two had been planning several months 
to get the husband out of the way. They 
attempted on two occasions to poison him 
with strychnine without success. They 
finally decided to cut his throat. 

Mrs. Carson admitted Green into the 
house on the night of the murder. After 
her husband had gone to sleep, she stunned 
him with a hammer, »Green rushed up, 
caught his head and held it back while the 
wife savagely cut his throat with a razor 
with which Green had already supplied 
her. The head of the victim was almost 
severed from .the body. When things were 
fixed as well as possible the woman cleaned 
the blood from her clothing and, catching 
her child in her arms, rushed over to a 
neighbor’s telling them thai her husband 
was killing himself. This story was be- 
lieved at first and the true facts would 
never have come out had not the physician 
summoned by @he coroner discovered 
pieces of a broken razor in the wound, 
while Carson’s razor lay by his side bloody 
but intact, having been used after Green’s 
had broken. A juror then discovered that 
there were bloody tracks about the house 
and that Carson's feet had no blood upon 
them. 

When Green, who sat upon the coroner’s 
jury was arrested, he was on his way from 
Melrose, N. C., a little town just’ acréss 
the state line, where he had purchased a 
razor which duplicated the one used in the 
murder hoping that its possession would 
divert suspicion from him. The bloody 
garments worn by him were found con- 
cealed in his house, The clothing worn by 
Mrs, Carson has not yet been found, There 
is intense excitement in the little factory 
town of Fingerville, where the preliminary 
examination was held today. There was 
strong talk of lynching the principals as 
soon as the investigation was over. Green 
was hurried off to jail before a concerted 
move could be made and the woman was 
taken there later. A military company 
may be ordered out before morning tod 
guard the jail. A lynching party from that 
section is expected in the city. Mrs. Carson 
She continues to keep 
up a brave front denying all complicity in 
the crime, theugh showing an evident in- 
clination to shove the blame for the crime 
upon Green, 


STATEMENT OF A JUROR 


» Who Investigated the Killing of Er- 


nest Green by Miss Flagler. 

Washington, August 5.—General and Mrs. 
ID. W. Flagler, parents of Miss Elizabeth 
Flagler, who shot and killed Ernest Green 
last week, returned home this afternoon. 
General Flagler did not report at the war 
department, as he is still on leave, and his 
movements are not certainly known. It is 
supposed that he will take his daughter 
away with him for a time. 

Renewed Interest in the unfortunate 
shooting affair was aroused this afterrioon 
by the publication of a card from George 
J. M. Dorsey, a member of the coroner's 
jury; charging that the verdict agreed 
upon was changed at the suggestion of the 
counsel for Miss Flagler after it had heen 
signed and given to the court crier, Mr. 
Dorsey says: 

“When the jury was ready to announce 
its verdict that verdict was concluded with 
the sentence: ‘We do think that the shots 
were fired carelessly and indifferently.’ I 
believed that the wording was sufficient 
to carry the case to the grand jury, other- 
wise 1 should not have signed it. After 
Coroner Hammell and Assistant Attorhey 
Jeffords came into the jury rcom, Mr. Ross 
Perry,. counsel for the deferdant, entered 
in company with Miss Flagler, and then 
the crowd came crowding in. Mr. erry 
heard what was said and remarked to Cor- 
coner Hammett* that something should be 
added to the verdict. Mr. Perry ‘then 
reached over and, picking up the paper on 
which the verdict was written, and alregdy 
signed by all the jurors, handed it to Mr. 
Hammett and suggested that these words 
be added: ‘And from the evidence, -we 
cannot hold the prisoner.’ Mr. Hammett 
then wrote these words. before the signa- 
tures and turning to the jury, said: ‘Gen- 
tlemen, is this satisfactory” Four of the 
jurors nodded in the aflirmative, but myself 
and one other member of the jury remain- 
ed silent and gave ee indication of our 
eninion, *: * 2? 

“T was, when on the jury, and still am, 
firmly of the belief that Miss Flagler 
should be brought before the geand jury 
and that trat body sheuld consider the 
evidence and decide whether Miss Fiagler 
should be prosecuted. I wish to say fur- 
ther that Coroner Hammett assured me 
that all the facts connected with tne case 
would be brought to the grand jury. My in- 
tention in holding out was, and still is, ;

CLUB SALOONS MUST CLOSE SUNDAYS. 


Decision of Judge Moise in a Test 
Case. 

New Orleans, .August 5.—Judge Moise 
handed down an elaborate opinion today in 
the social club case, in which the conclu- 
sion is reached that places of this character 
are amenable to the provisions of the Sun- 
day law. The opinion was rendered in re- 
sponse to a demurrer filed for the presi- 
dents of the social clubs of this city, sev- 
eral weeks ago, in order that the amenia- 
lAlity of the social clubs to the provisions 
or the Sunday law should be settled at 
once and forever. The president of one of 
the most prominent clubs had been twice 
indicted for permitting the sale of liquor 
at the club on Sunday. The opinion con- 
cludes as follows: 

“If club saloons were permitted to sell 
liquor on Sundays New Orleans would soon 
contain more. social clubs than any city 
on earth. This would be an easy, available 
and effective way of evading the law and 
would rather encourage than suppress the 
evils intended to be corrected, nor would 
it be of any practical use to urge upon the 
court the distinction between a bona fide 
social clubs and one organized as a device 
to defeat the law. It is sufficient that the 
door for such evasiofii would have been 
opened and taking judicial cognhizane of the 
history of the enforcement of the law in 
this city, I will hazard the assertion that 
such devices would pe successful. The 
demurrer is over-ruled and the defend- 
ant ordered to plead.” 


DASHED DOWN THE RIDGE. 


A Horse Rugs Away and Injures Two 
Ladies. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 5.—(Special.) 
The spectacle of a wild horse dashing mad- 
ly down precipitous Mission ridge road, 
near Suburba, dragging a slender, bound- 
ing phaeton in which were seated two 
women, with fear-stricken faces, greeted 
the horrified eyes of H. T. Olmsted and 
others in that vicinity yesterday afternoon. 
Powerless to stop the animal in its mad 
career, they saw it dash on into the fence 
surgeunding Dr. T. H. McCallie’s residence, 
where the vehicle was smashed to smith- 
ereens. The horse turned a somersault. 
In the general wreck Mrs. T. A. Spink had 
a leg and an arm broken and was other- 
wise so badly injured that she may die. 

At the beginning of the drive the party 
consisted of Mr. and Mrs. T. A. Spink, 
who live at Ridgedale, and their guest, 
Miss Quigley, of Alton, Ill: The horse be- 
came frightened at the top of the ridge.

Lexington, Ky., August 56.—The most des- 
perate and tragic duel that has ever taken 
place. in the blue grass region since the 
famous fight in which Goodloe and Swope 
killed each’ other, occurred in Woodford 
hotel, at Versailles, this afternoon, when 
William Newton Lane, of this city, shot 
and instantly killed James Rodenbaugh and 
mortally wounded the young man’s father, 
H. C. Rodenbaugh, proprietor of the hotel. 

Lane was drunk at Lexington Saturday 
night, and yesterday morning, f is said, 
had a wordy war with a hotel clerk because 
the clerk would not give him another drink. 
Lane went to Versailles this morning and 
on arriving there continued drinking. About 
noon he went to the Woodford hotel and 
was given a room and slept until about 4 
o’clock this afternoon. A few minutes after 
that hour he came down stairs and met 
James Rodenbaugh in the hall and asked 
the young man the amount of his bill. 
Upon receiving an answer Lane began to 
abuse Rodenbaugh, who is a cripple. 

Their words soon led to blows and both 
men drew their pistols about the same 
time, Lane’s first shot struck Rodenbaugh 
in the neck, just above the collar bone, and 
lodged just under the skin in the back of 
his neck. Almost at the same instant. that 
Lane fired, Rodenbaiigh’s pistol was dis- 
charged, the bullet producing a flesh wound 
in Lane’s left side. The blood gushed from 
Rodenbaugh’s throat and giving a few 
gasps, he fell back a corpse, 

Just as he fell his father opened the door 
and as he did so, the ‘slayer of the son 
turned upon the father and fired, the ball 
striking him in the mouth and lodgfng in 
the hack part of his head. He reeled and 
when in the act of falling Lane fired again, 
the second bullet lodging in the old man’s 
“spine. He dropped to the floor, and lay by 
the side of his son. Casting a glance at his 
Victim, Lane walked out of the hotel only 
to be arrested at the door fy an off and 
placed in jail. When physicians arrived 
they found the young man dead 2nd his 
father in such a serious condition that. his 
death is expected at any hour. ) 

H. C. Rodenbaugh was a first liemtenant 
in the Ninth Kentucky cavalry, and was 
a gallant soldier. 


TRAGEDY AT FRANKFORT. 


Richard Suter Kills Harry Kelley in 
a Quarrel. 

Frankfort, Ky., August 5.—As a result 
of a quarrel between Richard Suter, a 
brother of Hon. R. Lee Suter, the well- 
known attorney of Louisville, and Harry 
Kelley, a ward politician of this city, Kelley 
is dead and Suter is in jail. Kelley had a 
quarrel with William Willis yesterday and 
cut him up pretty bddly. This infuriated 
Kelley and when the two men met by 
chance tonight a quarrel was at onee 
started. Kelley drew a knife and rushed 
toward Suter, who pulled his revolver and 
fired three shots, one of which struck Kel- 
ley in the abdomen, killing him almost in- 
stantly. Suter was arrested and placed in 
jail. 


SHE KILLED HIM AND KISSED HIM. 


She Afterwards Fired Two Shots Into 
Her Own Head.

New Orleans, August 5.—A deplorable 
tragedy occurred Saturday night at Anti- 
och church, about fifteen miles from Baton 
Rouge. For some time bad feeling has 
existed between Hill Picou and Albert 
O’Neal, of that neighborhood, and social 
gatherings which they have attended have 
‘been disturbed by their demonstrations of 
ill feeling. It is said a young lady is the 
cause of the bad blood. A few days ago 
they attended a party at a neighbor's house 
and had a violent quarrel. Saturday night 
Albert O’Neal and. his brother, Henry, at- 
tended church at Antioch, where a pro- 
tracted meeting is being held. Hill Picou 
and his brother, Wallace, also went there.

NEWSPAPER TRUST.

Philadelphia, August 6.—D. L, Ward, the 
Philadelphia agent for a number of’ manu- 
facturers of newspaper paper, who are ex- 
pected to make members of the proposed 
newspaper ‘trust with a capital of $35,000,000, 
stated today that the trust would not be 
perfected until the close of the year.

Ward said, is due to the fact that most of 
the manufacturers have contracts that will 
not expire until late in the fall. Continuing, 
he said: 

“It is not intended to take the whole 
country into the trust, but only the large 
manufacturers of the central and northern 
states from the Atlantic to the Mississippi.” 

Mr, Ward stated that the trust will ad- 
vance the price of newspaper $5 a ton, but 
. this advance will not affect the subscrip- 
tion price of paper, as reported.

Turned Them Back. 


The immense whistles at the various coal 
shafts were blown last night and this morn- 
ing, giving the signal that work would be 
done in the mines today and large numbers | 
of miners turned out with their dinner pails, 
but were confronted on the highways lead- 
ing to the shafts by Italians armed with 
rifles and the various Small arms used in 
the riots yesterday. At the secret meeting 
of the Italians held at midnight last night 
the plan of stopping the men from working 
Was arranged. 

Over 2,000 miners assembled at the lumber 
yard today at 10 o’clock and the situation 
was freely discussed, nearly all of the 
speeches being in a foreign tongue, The coal 
company was roundly denounced and much 
inflammatory language was used. One 
speaker said if the murdered Italian was @ 
relative of his he would not stop with the 
negroes, but would settle it more effective- 
ly with Manager Dailzell, of the coal compa- 
ny, whom, he said, deserved all the blame, 
as he had brought the negroes here. 

After an hour of general discussion a res- 
olution was adopted giving the remnant of 
the negroes left untfl 5 o’clock tomorrow 
morning in which to leave the city and to 
carry off their effects. Any effects left after 
that time would be declared confiscated and 
destroyed. A committee was appointed to 
organize the Italians and see that the in- 
structions were carried out. Another com- 
mittee of five was appointed to wait upon 
Manager Dalzell to demand that he dis- 
charge all negroes and agree to employ hv 
new ones for the present. 

The committee immediately called at 
Dalzell’s office and stated their griev- 
ances. Mr. Dalzell tn reply said that he had 
nothing to say on the subject, and that it 
was a matter he would not discuss. The 
committee got no assurances. During the 
remainder of the day the streets were 
crowded with men discussing the situation. 

Another ‘meeting of the miners is called

Tre Spring Valley Coal Company sent 
its treasurer to Seatonville late this after- 
noon and paid the negroes what was due 
them up to last Wednesday. The amount 
due since that time will be paid within a 
few days. 

His “Bike” Saved Him. 

A plan to mob a newspaper correspon- 
dent today was frustrated only by the 
latter jumping on a bicycle and riding 
away. The mob of about 200 men was 
composed almost wholly of the men who 
Were engaged in yesterday’s riots and were 
aggrieved because it had been published 
that none of the guilty parties had been 
arrested. 

The county officials at Princeton when 
seen tonight did not know what steps, if 
any, would be taken to brihg the guilty 
parties in Spring Valley to justice. Sher'ff 
Clark said he was discouraged ia the mat- 
ter, as not one man was ever convicted in 
the courts who was arrested a vear AO 
for looting the stores at Spring Valley and 
‘Ladd. They were either let off on tack 
of evidence or technicalities of the court. 
State’s Attorney Johnson said he would 
not make the complaints. He had per- 
sonally conducted the cases last year to 
no effect and did not care to go througa 
the same experience again. The citizens 
of Spring Valley are ‘n such a s‘ate of 
intimidation that a criminal pros -cution 
requiring local witnesses is no avail. 

At the negro settiement at No. 3 shaft 
pandemonium re:gned all night. Crowds of 
fore.gners floated about the scfcets at all 
hours discharging firearms of various‘ 
kinds and throwing rocks aga‘nst the cot- 
tages of the negroes. This was evidently 
done for the purpose of terrorizing the ne- ' 
groes and in this it was successful. 

To Aid Their Brethren. 

Peoria, Ill., August 5.—At a meeting of 
the colored men tonight twenty-six signed 
the roll to go to Bureau county and help 
their brethren. They will probably leave 
in ithe morning. They have arms and am- 
munition.

Whitecap Notices in a Texans County 
Causes the Blacks To Flee. 


Paris, Tex., August 5.—News reached 
here of a bad state of affairs prevailing in 
Delta county, which adjoins this, Lamar 
county, on the south. One night last week 
every negro was notified that he must 
leave the county at once or he would be 
taken out and hanged. Notices were post- 
ed informing white men who undertook to 
protect them that they would neéet with 
the saine fate. This caused a perfect 
stampede among the negroes, who began to 
move out of the county at once, although 
the citizens offered them evcry protection. 
In a radius of five miles 2,000 acres of land, 
crops. and aH were abandoned and con- 
tracts for another year abruptly canceled. 
The whitecappers, or whoever they were, 
continued to post threatening nctices and 
not a family is left. Some negroes who 
owred valuable farms have remained be 
hind to sell their lands for whatever they 
could get for them. _One colony of negroes 
owning 100 acres of the best land in the 
county heave as yet got no offer for ‘it, al- 
though it is well worth from $25 to 80 per 
acre,

The Atiack on Sabana. 

Santiago. de Cuba, July 26th, -via Key’ 
West, Fla., August 5.—On the 22d in8tant 
a party of 800 rebels, under Leaders Ruen 
and Galiano, appeared in Sabana, the most 
important and flourishing town in the dis- 
trict of Baracoa, and set fire to the piace, 
causing great alarm and considerable less. 
The small garrison strongly fertified 
themselves, but there are fears that 
they will have to surrender. 

On the 3d a committee of merchamts ar- 
rived here from Baracoa to ask the gov- 
ernment to send troops to said city as they 
are entirely unprotected, but ‘there are no 
soldiers here, as they: are all in the ditec: 
tion of Manzanillo. Dr. Galano, @ promi- 
nent physician from Baracoa who has just 
arrived ifrom JHwrope, has  foined his 
brother and party. 

On the 24th another party of rebels 
fought with the Spanish guerrillas, under 
Lieutenant Colonel Fejera, in Santa Bar- 
bara, a place fifteen miles distant : from 
San Luis, in the Capitan d’ Espagne coun- 
ty. The Spaniards had nine soldiers 
Killed and a commander, a captain and 
seventeen soldiers wounded. The rebdets 
had fourteen wounded and. none Killed. 

It appears that fhe affair at Bayamo 
has ended very quietly. The rebels, after 
drawing 10,000 soldiers to Bayamo dis- 
persed, caused the government great ex- 
pense, which was really a battle won 
by the insurgents, as it is calculated that 
in this movement of soldiers 8 or 10 per 
cent are out of combat by being made 
sick. 

The steamship Viller de Vivide, on which 
was expected ‘Martinez de Campos, arrived 
here last night, but without the general. 
He remained -in .Manzanillo to go from 
there to Havana. The steamer brought 
all the troops which she took from here 
to Manzanillo a few days ago. 

There was great excitement here on the 
night of the 24th, the Spaniards fearing 
the entrance of the insurgents into this 
city. Garrisons were doubled, soldiers were 
placed in the railroad station and the 
telegraph operators were kept on duty all 
night, but nothing happened. 

General Mella’s Report. 

Havana, Ctiba, “August 5,—General Mella 
reports that he returned to Puerto Principe 
on Friday last from the fleld of operations 
against the rebels. He says that the. force 
under his command met the insurgents’ 
band, under Maximo Gomez, in the direc- 
tion of Nucvit but that.it was jmpos., 
sible to get thé rebels to make a stand. 
The two forees had frequent skirmishes 
during three days, but thé rebels fled be- 
fore’ any decisive engagement could be 
had. They left three dead behind them 
and three of their number. were.taken 
prisoners. The insurgents in..theim flight 
lost seven horses, A number of pebpls 
were wounded, but how \maay & got 
known. an 

General Mella ‘declarés that the ‘insur- 
gents are demoralized.He also reports that 
while a detachment of troops were con- 
veying a provision train from San Miguel 
to Guaymaso ‘they were attacked by rebels, 
who were repulsed with a loss of four- 
teen killed, including an engineer named 
Menocal and over forty wounded. 

A dispatch from Santa Clara says that 
General Luque reports that government 
troops had an engagement with a small 
rebel band in the vicinity of Guaracabuya 
and dispersed them. Another band, under 
Pozeas, was also dispersed. Captain Ca- 
nida’s detachment overtook and dispersed 
bands under Bermudez and Nunez on the 
America estate. Several rebels were 
wounded. 

Insurgents Being Reinforced, 

Madrid, August 6.—Official dispatches 
from Cuba confirm the rumor of the land- 
ing of a band of fifty filibusters - near 
Santa Clara. According to these dispatches 
many persons have recently disappeared 
from Sancti Spiritu and, it is believed, have 
jcined: the insurgents. 

Tt is also stated that a battalion of Span- 
ish troops has defeated the insurgents un- 
der Matias Vega, near Mayari. 

In the engagement near Sentiago, in 
which the rebels under Jose Maceo were 
defeated, ten of the insurgents were killed 
and a number wounded, and five were 
taken prisoners. The rebels were surprised 
in camp. The Spanish loss was one kiiled 
and twelve wounded.

A Newspaper Clipping Sent to Gov- 


ernor Oates To Ascertain Its Truth. 
Buffalo, N. Y., August 5.—Attorney. Hugh 
©. Pentacost appeared before Judge Seaver 
this morning and asked that his client, 
George Allen, alias John W. McDonald, 
Emery’s partner in the Cottle abduction, 
be admitted to bail. Judge Seaver granted 
the request and fixed the amount of the 
bond at $10,000. Mr. Pentacost is endeav- 
oring to secure the necessary bondsmen.,, 
Emery, the principal in the abduction, is 
known to have been in Hamilton, Ont., on 
Friday last, having sent some telegrams 
from tkere, but all efforts of the police to 
capture him have been unsuccessful.

Governor Oates’s Statement.

He states 
that he does not know Pentacost, Emery 
or anybody else concerned, except Cottle, 
who was Emery’s attorney. While’a mem- 
ber of congress Governor Oates, at the in- 
stance of some relatives of Emery, who 
represented themselves as Alabamians, 
filed some papers to secure Emery’s pardon

McDONALD BRINGS SUIT. 


He Says That Mrs. Dougherty 
Hurt His Business. 

Rome, August 5.—(Special,.)—One of the 
most interesting suits that has been filed ina 
long time is the suit of A. B. McDonald 
against Alexander Dougherty for $5,000 dam- 
ages. 

The allegations in the complaint are that 
the defendant has accused him of having 
caused the death of defendant’s brother 
while an inmate of the Keely institute, of 
which McDonald was manager, 

He claims that this charge has injured 
him as manager of the institute to the ex- 
tent that it is calculated to drive off pa- 
tronage and that such charges have dam- 
aged his usefulness in that capacity, as 
well as his character as a private citizen, 
Dougherty is a wealthy real estate owner 
and saloon keeper, and McDonald is a 
farmer and stockman as well as manager of 
the institute. : 

A Sort of Counter Suit. 

This suit is really in the nature of a 
counter suit, as there is already a suit on 
file by Mrs. Sarah Dougherty, the mother 
of Alexander Dougherty, against McDon- 
ald for $15,000 damages for the death of 
her son, Dock Dougherty. 

This complaint sets forth that Dock 
Dougherty was an inmate of the institute 
in the early part of January, and that 
through the neglect and ill treatment of 
the patient McDonald and others caused 
the death of the patient; that McDonald 
beat and kicked the patient on several oc- 
casions, and that in consequence his death 
occurred on January 12th. 

Testimony has been taken in that case 
and it will come up for trial at the next 
term of court, and will cause a sensation. 

Dougherty was carried to the institute 
about the first week in January on a pro- 
longed spree, from which he never recov- 
ered. 


Has 


Whisky Slipped to Him. 

The defense will show that he was la- 
boring under a severe case of delirium tre- 
mens, and that his loud yells and wild ac- 
tions rendered him uncontrollable, and that 
he broke the windows out of his room and 
attempted to jump out of a second story 
window on the frozen ground, and that con- 
stant watch had to be kept on him day 
and night to prevent him from escaping 
and wandering off into the cold, which 
would have caused his death almost cer- 
tainly. 

For the well-being of other patients and 
for the purpose of keeping him more se- 
curely and where he could be better cared 
for, the patient was removed to a house at 
some little distance from the main build- 
ing, and a negro who had been in his em- 
ploy was placed in charge of him, Either 
through the connivance or neglect of this 
negro he was furnished whisky surrepti- 
tiously so that the physician in charge 
could not treat him properly. The negro 
was discharged, and he was carried back 
to the main building, when a bottle of whis- 
ky was found in the coalhouse from which 
it was believed he had been supplied, 

His Body Kadly Bruised. 

After Dougherty’s death his body was 
found to contain several terrible bruises, 
one of which was of such a nature as to 
have caused him an agony of ‘pain, but his 
condition was such that he seemed to be 
unconscious of bodily suffering and never 
intimated that he was so badly hurt, 

The theory of those in change of the in- 
stitute was that he was hurt by jumping 
from a trestle to escape a train in the sub- 
urbs of the city while wandering around 
previous to being carried to the institute. 
He was a bachelor, and had been in the 
grocery business in West Rome and was 
fairly well-to-do. 

As for his mistreatment the institute peo- 
ple will set up that he was given every at- 
tention possible, and that he was not mis- 
treated on any occasion. 

Further Complications. 

Additional complieations, will be brought 
about by the fact that the present com- 
pany conducting the Rome branch of the 
Keely institute has never been duly organ- 
ized. It was removed from Dalton to Rome 
early in the winter and started up business 
with W. J. Houston as president and A. 
B. McDonald, manager. There were sev- 
eral other men of means included in its 
incorporators, and there were quite a large 
number of patients cured of the liquor 
and opium habits, but the organization 
Was never completed. 

The question now arises as to who are 
really the responsible parties to the suit 
for damages. This will probably figure in 
the Dougherty suit. Both suits will be in- 
volved with much interest, both on account 
of the prominence of the parties involved 
and of the interest felt in the Keely insti- 
tute, where so many patients have been 
treated,

LIGHT IN ATHENS. 


The City Council Is Considering What 
It Shall Do. 


Athens, Ga., August 5.—(Special.)—The 
city council had before it this afternoon 
the consideration of the electric light ques- 
tion. The contract with the company for 
lighting the city having expired, the city 
is forced to either make a new contract or 
build a system of its own.

From the 
debate on the question, however, it is clear 
that they favor floating bonds to erect or 
buy an are and: incandescent system.

NO STRIKE [MMINENT 


The Carpenters Will Probably Receive 
Better Wages This Fall. 


HELD A ROUSING MEETING LAST NIGHT 


The Contractors Say They Are Willing Te 
Restore the Old Schedule of Wages 
Paid To Carpenters. 


The committee appointed. from the local 
union of the United Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters and Joiners of America, at a meeting 
held last Friday night, met last night in the 
ball of the order to confer with the contrac- 


tors of the city. | 

At the meeting of the union last Friday 
night, resolutions were passed and adopted, 
esking that the old prices be restored. The 
carpenters have been working at reduced 
wages, and claim that these cuts were ac- 
cepted from time to time solely on account 
of the bard times and the scarcity of work. 
Now, that more money is in circulation and 
more buildings are going up, they request 
that the old prices be restored. This com- 
mittee was appointed to meet with th: con- 
tractcrs last night, but only three contrac- 
tors were present when the meeting was 
called to order. 

Mr. W. H. Hiscox, of the carpenters, was 
elected chairman of the meeting, and when 
he took the chair he stated that the commit- 
tee had expected to mect all of the contrac- 
ters of the city, and that he was anxious 
that all present express themselves in re 
gera to the demands of the union men. Ad- 
dresses were made by Messrs. J. 
M, Fluker, Joe Anderson and Pitt- 
man, of. the contractors, and _ these 
gentlemen said that they thought 
that the carpenters were entitled te the 
restoration of wages, as the times were bet- 
ter and the demand for work was increasing 
daily. 

It was an enthusiastic mecting, and those 
present were satisfied that the prices would 
soon .be restored, The matter, however, is 
not settled, and it will be taken up for furth- 
em consideration at the meeting of the un- 
ion carpenters at their meeting next Friday 
night. It may be that another committee 
will be appointed from the order cr the 
present committee will be authorized to call 
a mass meeting of the contractors of the 
city, when all will be urged to be present, 

The carpenters claim that the wages at 
present are not sufficient for the work that 
is being done-by them, and that their de- 
mands are reasonable enough. The old 
price that was in effect before the cut 
was $2.50 per day of ten hours, and the 
price that is now demanded is on the 
seme basis—$2.25 per day of nine hours 
each. It is a debatable question whether 
the demands Will be acceded to or not. The 
carpenters mean business and are cdeter- 
mined that they shall have the pay atked 
for. 

It has been rumored for the past few 
days that a strike was about ‘to be: an- 
nounced among the carpenters, but this 
was denied last night. A leading carpen- 
ter of the city, and a man prominent in 
the affairs of the organization, was seen 
and when asked about the question, said 
that he had heard nothing about the ru- 
mored strike and knew nothing of it. 

‘“T am sure that the report did not have 
its origin with’ union men, and we have 
not as yet discussed this phase of the situa- 
tion. If there is a refusal on the part of 
the carpenters to accede to our demands, 
then it is possible that a strike may be de- 
clared. This, of course, would be at the 
request of the order, gnd whether it will 
occur or not is a matter of speculation. 
It is possible, but I have no idea that such 
will take place. It is not our custom to 
do business in this manner. For myself, 
I believe that the prices will be restored 
and am very hopeful over the situation. 
We need the raise, and the prosperous 
times and the demand for work justifies us 
in making the request.” 

Tailors Met Last Night.. 

The local union of the Journeymen Tail- 
ors’ Union of America held a meeting at 
the hall of the Federation of Trades last 
night, and several committees were ap- 
pointed to make arrangements for the cele- 
bration of Labor Day, which occurs on the 
first Monday in September. 

A committee was appointed to secure the 
banners for the occasion. The banners 
will be made of red silk, fifty-six inches 
long and thirty-six inches wide. Painted 
in large golden letters will be the words 
“Journeymen Tailors’ Union of America,” 
and in the center of the banner will be a 
picture of Adam and Eve, who were the 
first tailors of the world. The picture will 
represent them while they sit sewing the 
leaves of figs together. At the bottom 
of the banner will be printed, ‘“‘Local Un- 
ion No. 51, Atlanta, ~Ga.”’ 

The badges that will be worn on Labor 
Day will be similar to the banners, with 
the exception that the picture will not be 
used. The floats that will be in line will be 
very beautiful, and the tailors are busily 
at work, upon them. The floats will have 
the design of the union on both sides, and 
on the floats will be threw tailors, one sew- 
ing on a garment, one sewing on a ma- 
chine and one pressing the clothts. On the 
‘sides of the floats will be the names of the 
firms of the city who use union made 
clothes. There will be several floats in 
line, and possibly two or more bands will 
be secured for the occasion. The proces- 
sion will be one of the largest that has 
ever paraded the streets of Aflanta, and it 
will attract a grat deal of attention. ' 

The Tinners Fall in Line. 

Local Unton No. 5 of the Tin, Sheet Iron 
and Cornice Workers of the International 
Association also held a meeting last night 
at the hall of the Federation of Trades, 
at which a committee was appointed to 
arrange for the selection of the overhauls 
and badges that will be worn by the tin- 
ners on labor day. 

About eighty tinners will be in line, and 
they. will carry tin umbrellas. They will 
make a novel appearance and will attract 
much attention. The committee appointed 
last night will make a report at their next 
meeting.

The Survivors of Cobb’s and Philfip’s 
Legions Meet on the 2ist. 

Under the shade of the forest oaks at 
Big Shanty Ga., the gallant survivors of 
Cobb’s and Phillips’s legions will hold their 
big reunion this yéar. 

Around the campfire the old soldiers will 
gather in a vast multitude to recount the 
hardships and privations of the war, and 
experience, after the lapse of thirty years, 
the martial emotions that crowded upon 
them in the ecstacy of battle. 

The tattered ensign under which they 
marched to victory a thousand times will 
be unfurled to the breeze again, though 
not in the bitterness of strife nor in the 
angry defiance of hatred. Only the memo- 
ries of heroism and fidelity to principle 
will be aroused by the old flag, all other 
passions having ‘been committed . to 
oblivion long years ago, It will be a joyful 
meeting of old veterans, battle-scarred and 
weary of the long march of life, but young 
again in the bold and restless spirit of the 
sixties. 

It was the purpose’of the old soldiers 
originally to hold the reunion at Madison, - 
Ga, They have since decided, however, to 
meet in the neighborhood of Big Shanty, 
‘on the 2ist of this month. The locality is 
rich in reminiscences and is famous as the 
battle ground of the northern and south- 
ern armies during the last days of the con- 
federacy. 

The call for the reunion is issued by 
President W. J. Manning of Phillips's le- 
gion, and is signed by Secretary H. G. 
McCormick. Every old soldier is expected 
to attend the reunion and to bring with 
him the members of his family and a bas- 
ket of dinner. No set orations will be de- 
livered, but a number of short talks will be 
made by the old soldiers. The day will be 
crowded with incident# and the veterans 
will entertain each other with humorous 
and spicy ,anecdotes, tefling how they 
shook in their boots as they stood up be- 
fore the yankees and prayed for night to 
put a stop to the everlasting skirmish. 

From the present indications the reunion 
at Big Shanty will be a notable gathering

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Interstate Commerce Commission To Hear 


the Growers’ Complaint. 
CHARGES SAID TO BE TOO -HIGH 


The Georgia Railroad Commission Asked 
the Roads To Grant a Reduction, but 
tae Companies D- clined. 


Today the case of the peach growers 
against the railroads will come up at the 
United States court before the interstate 
commerce commission, 

Two of the commissioners will arrive in 
the city today from Washington, Commis- 
sioner Morrison end Commissioner Clem- 
ents. 

Testimony will be taken before these in 
the case on both sides. The peach growers 
‘will set up their claim that the rates on 
what are known in railroad tratfic vernacu- 
lar as “green peaches’ are entirely too 
high, that the railroads have been charging 
‘too much on hauls all this season and 
that the rates ought to be adjusted more 
reasonably. 

The railroads will respond with testimo- 
by showing, in accordance with their 
‘claims all along, that they are hauling 
reaches to the.east on just as low rates 
as can possibly be allowed to the growers, 
that it wculd be at actual loss to the roads 
to haul them for any less ard that for such 
cause they do not see their way clear to 
lower the rates on business-like and reas- 
onable grounds. 

This case is a familiar one, having been 
before the Georgia state railroad commis- 
sion for the past few weeks. 

It is remembered, doubtless, that the case 
came up upon petition of Colonel Marshall 
J. Hatcher, of Macon, to the state rail- 
road commission, charging the Georgia 
Central with having made too heavy 
charges on several shipments of peaches. 
This case gave scope to consider the ques- 
tion by the railroad commission of Geor- 
gia and great liberality was allowed in the 
hearing. The railroads were all heard 
from and the peach growers of tke state 
were represented by Mr. Hatcher and Mr. 
John D. Cunninghan. 

It was decided by the state railroad com- 
mission to call upon the railroads to lower 
the rates on peaches, it being held that the 
present rates were too high and unreason- 
able. The Georgia commission urged the 
roads to cut down the rates to $130 per car 
to New York instead of $175 as now charged 
by the roads. Just what this meant is not 
clear—that is to say, from what points in 

«Georgia, as no points were named in the 
ruling of the state commission. Probably 
the commission had reference to Macon 
as the average point, but when it is known 
that the rates from Macon are only $162 
and not $175, it is not probable that the 
commissioners could have had this point 
in mind, 

At any rate the Georgia commission had 
gone to the full limit of its authority in 
asking the railroads to reduce the rates. 
They could not force them to reduce, and 
when the roads refused to reduce on the 
ground that they could not upon equitable 
grounds do so without a loss in the ship- 
ments of peaches, all that the* Georgia 
commission could do was to bring the 
case up before the interstate commerce 
commission for a hearing, it being an inter- 
state matter and beyond the authority of 
the Georgia commission. 

It was in this way that the case has come 
up and will be put on hearing today. 

Uwing to the fact that only two of the 
members of the interstate commerce com- 
mission will be in Atlanta to try the case it 
is thought probable that there will be no 
argument. The testimony will probably be 
taken, however, before the commissioners 
today and the hearing of argument will 
probably be taken up when the railroad 
men are passing through Washington on 
their way home from the New York meet- 
ing of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association, That will be about the middle 
of August. : 

The programme, however, for today’s 
hearing is not certain, and there may be a 
full trial of the case, including arguments 
from both sides, as well as testimony. 

The state will be represented by Attorney 
General Joe Terrell, and the railroads will 
probawiy each have their own attorneys on 
hand for the argument in the case if the 
arguments are te be heard at this sitting. 

The case is full of interest and the testi- 
mony will doubtless prove important and 
lasting, as the issue will be practically set- 
tled by this decision for a long time to come. 

The peach growers of Georgia have per- 
sistently claimed that the roads were charg- 
ing unreasonable and unjust rates for the 
shipment of peaches. They claim that the 
roads could easily haul ‘green peaches” 
more cheaply, and they have, after vain 
petitions to the railroads, brought the case 
up in the tribunals of the state and the na- 
tion, to force the roads to come to terms 
in the matter. 

On the other side the railroads claim chat 
it is absolutely impossible for them to haul 
peaches at a lower rate. They show that 
the average refrigerator car in which the 
peaches are hauled weighs, about 
12,000 pounds more than the av- 
erage plain freight car. In ad- 
dition to this they claim that they have 
to haul about 12,000 pounds of ice per car to 
refrigerate the apartment for the pea>es. 
Th‘'s makes about 24,000 pounds of surplus 
weight that is hauled with a car of peaches. 
In addition to this extra Weight on which 
the ~oads could collect freight chargex if it 
were anything else than peaches, it is held 
by the roads that they have to make fast 
rans with peaches to get them to market 
before they Jecay or ruin. This involves 
greater expense then has to oe un-lergone 
en any other “'nd of freight. Frequently 
the reuds have run special engines, pull'n¢g 
only one car of peachcs to make quick eched- 
ules. 

All these things wilt be brought out by 
the railroads with telling effect. 

It is even said that many of the ‘vost 
pm minent fruit growers in the state will be 
before the co.nmissioncrs today to give tes- 
timony that they are not clamoring for a 
r«tuction in rates, since they know a reduc- 
tion would mean an inferior service. They 
claim to be willing to pay for the retriger- 
ator service, 

There are many turns to the case. and it 
is thought that the hearing today will prove 
intensely interesting. 


STARTING THE SHOPS. 
Vice President Baldwin and Engineer 
Hudson Here. 

There will be a conference in Atlanta to- 
day between various officials of the South- 
ern railway for the purpose of starting the 
work on the shop. :

The contractor making the best bid will 
get the work of constructing the rew shops, 
The plans for the new shops of the South- 
ern are already on paper and have been 
illustrated in The Constitution. .

DOUBLE TRACK TO THE EXPO. 


Southern’s Suburban Trains Will Be 
Ren on Excelient Schedules. 

The Southern railway !s determined to 
give the very best sort of service to and 
from the exposition. 

The double track lines have already been 
completed with the exceptions of the re- 
modeling of some of the switch tracks im- 
mediately beside the Markham house, 
where all the trains will arrive and depart 
during the exposition. 

There will be two tracks running beside 
the Markham ani three broad platforms 
extending three hundred feet down the 
tracks, On these platforms the crowds g0- 
ing out to the exposition will wait for their 
trains, which will depurt every five or ten 
minutes, the schedules ty be arranged ac- 
cording to the demands of the travel to 
and from the grounds. 

Fifty new open cars have {ust been com- 
pleted and stand ready in the shops for 
the use of the Southern’s exposition trains. 
They will be like the cars used by the 
Illinois Central out to the world’s fair 
gzrounds from Chicago. Tickets will be 
sold for the exposition trains at several 
places in the city near the Markham house 
corner so as to avoid the trouble of crowd- 
ing around one window. 

The cars will be closed after leaving the 
Markham house and will run through to 
the exposition grounds without stopping, 


THE “SUNSET LIMITED.” 


It Will Have Direct Connection with 
the Southern Railway. 
Washington, August 5.—The Southern 
Pacific railway will, commencing October 
Ist, run a semi-weekly ‘‘sunset limited” 
between New Orleans and San Francisco, 
connecting with Southern ratiway trains 
between New York and New Orleans. But 
one fast train a week, known as the “syn- 
set limMed,”” is now being run between 


New Orleans and the Pacific coast. Officials 
of the two systems are satisfied that the 
increased business between the Pacific slope 
and the east will justify the addit‘onal 
train, and they aiso express the belief that 
during the holding of the expositton at 
Atlanta the passenger traffic between 
Mexico and Texas will be largely ang- 
mented. Under the new arrangement pas- 
sengers leaving New York on Tuesday and 
Saturday evenings of each week will make 
a close connection at New Orleans on 
Thursday and Monday mornings for San 
Franec.sco. Under the present schedule the 
travel between New York and Los Angeles, 
over the Southern and by the ‘sunset 
lrmited,” is seventeen hours shorter than 
by the northerly routes. When the addi- 
tonal “limited” is estab:ished the time 
will be shortened three hours. 

The Southern railway managers have 
decided, in view of the :ncreas.ng business 
over their road from the Pacific coast, 
that they will appoint a California agent 
with headquarters at San Francisco on 
September list. Heretofore the road has 
had no d.rect representative on the coast. 


GETTING THE CENTRAL IN SHAPE. 


Mr. Comer Says Nothing Seems To Be 
in the Way of Reorganization. 
Mr. H. M.:' Comer, co-receiver of the 
Georgia Central, is in the city and talks in- 
terestingly about ‘the reorgynization of 
that system of roads. : 
He says he has heard of nothing that is 
likely to much longer delay the reorgarnii- 
zation of the property, and he gives it as 
his opinion that the formal steps of. get- 
ting the road out of the hands of receivers 
will be taken in the near future. He thinks 
between now anda December this action 

will be taken. 

Under the plan of reorganization the 
Central is to be owned by the Southern, 
but wil not be operated as a subordinate 
line. On the other hand, it will be a sep. 
erate corporation, with a president and a 
separate lot ot officers, and wiil be operat- 
ed on an entirely independent plan. 

The Central is a great system of roads 
to itself and it is interesting to the general 
railroad world of the south to know that 
the property will soon be put on its feét 
again. 


HANDSOME MAIL CARS, 


The Southern Brought Out Six Beau- 
ties Yesterday. 


There were six handsome new mail cars 
at the union passenger station yesterday 
which have just been brought out by the 
Southern. 

These cars are sixty-foot palaces, built 
after the latest and most improved fash- 
ion and planned by the authorities uf the 
United States postal department. 

They are handsomely fitted up in the in- 
terior afd are arranged for the comfort 
and ease of the mail clerks. Bright gas 
lights flare down upon the scene and the 
heating arrangements are perfect. 

All the cars are vestibuled at both ends 
and are equipped with Pullman arrange- 
ments to prevent telescoping.

THE DAY FLAGGING ORDINANCE GOES 


Heavy Wagons and Drays Must Keep Of 
the Streets Paved with Asphalt and 
Brick—Routine of Counoil. 


Warm and sultry was the council chamber 
yesterday afternoon during the regular ses- 
gion of that body. 

There was not a palm-leaf fan in the hall, 
but before the meeting was over there was 
enough breeze to make the place an in- 
teresting one to those’ about. 

More than three hours were given by the 
members of the council to the affairs of the 
city needing legislation, and no little work 
was accomplished @uring the time. 

The contemplated extension of time to 
the saloons of the city during the months 
of the exposition was disposed of by refer- 
ring all the papers presented to the police, 
the tax and the ordinance committees. 

Wagons loaded with heavy material and 
heavy empty wagons were denied the 
use of streets paved with asphalt or brick 
where it was possible to avoid the use of 
those streets. J 

Portraits of ex-Mayors Hillyer and Coop- 
er were swung in the council chamber and 
became a part of the gallery of mayors of 
the city, and the ordinance requiring new 
flagging in certain sections of the city, as 
prescribed in the Day, ordinance, was 
adopted. 

In addition to these, many matters of im- 
portance were disposed of, making the ses- 
sion one fuli of interest and business. 


KEEP OFF THE ASPHALT AND BRICK 


Wagons of Heavy Draft Must Not 
Travel on These Streets. 


Peachtree street, with its asphalt, Pryor 
street, with its brick, and Butler, with its 
brick, will now be free from big, lumber- 
ing, noisy wagons until the close of the ex- 
position. 

Light vehicles drawn by fast nags, pret- 
ty carts pulled by swell teams, and hand- 
some carriages following stylish horses may 
bowl over the smooth surfaces of these 
avenues for the next three months, but the 
cob that pulls the butcher’s wagon must 
seek a street parallel in delivering goods 
unless that delivery be on one of the 
streets named. Even then the wagon must 
approach the block in which the point of 
delivery is located by another street and 
use the street only for the block on which 
the delivery is to be made. 

An ordinance to that effect was read soon 
after the general council convened. It was 
a short paper and was to the point, pro- 
viding, as it did, that the street was intend- 
ed for a drive and for the 
pleasure of the people more than 
for the benefit of the heavy ve- 
hicles which used it, not because it was 
necessary to move over it, but because it 
was a drive so easy that heavy loads could 
be moved without trouble. It was not a 
paper which contemplated the exclusion 
from these streets wholly-of vehicles of the 
objectionable character outlined, but one 
which sought to make these streets less fre- 
quented by them. Its reading attracted the 
attention of the members, and as the clerk 
dropped the paper, the rules were suspend- 
ed to hear from Hon, Fulton Colville. 

‘That ordinance,” said Mr. Colville, “does 
not confine itself wholly to Peachtree street 
as some suppose. If you will notice the 
wording of it you will see that it specifies 
streets paved with asphalt and brick, We 
have asphalt on Peachtree and we have 
brick on Butler and Pryor streets. Now I 
am more conversant with the situation on 


Peachtree than on any other street. On | 


Peachtree, wagons are almost constantly 
moving along loaded down with heavy 
stone, This cuts into the asphalt, @nd the 
wagon makes a loud noise, Besides that, 
the street is always thronged with car- 
riages and buggies and pedestrians and 
wheels, The wagons make the crowd 
greater, and that, too, when the wagons 


are moving to a point not on Peachtree. If 


they were to take some of the streets that 
run along by Peachtree it would relieve 
that street of much of the crowd. Now dur- 
ing the.exposition cars are to be run on 
that street every half minute and that will 
make the crush greater. If the heavy draft 
wagons are taken off it won’t hurt any 
one. That ordinance does not prevent the 
delivery of goods or the hauling of building 
material on the streets.’’ 

“T am for the ordinance,” said Mr. 
fHiarman. “If the city were to take nothing 
but the cost of the stréet and any street 
running. parallel] with it into consideration 
it would adopt the ordinance. On Peach- 
tree the cost is $4, while on the other 
streets. where dlocks are laid, the cost is 
$1.49. The heavy traffic certainly wears the 
asphalt and I should think it would be to 
the city’s interest to keep the wagons 
off.

“I think,” said Mr. Howell, “that that 
ordinance is for the benefit of some and 
the injury of others. Now, I live on Ivy 
street and it runs parallel with Peachtree. 
By the adoption of this ordinance much of 
the travel that now goes rightfully to 
Peachtree would be driven to.lyy. I 
think Ivy should carry all the travel that 
belongs to her and 1 think Peachtree 
should do the same. Now I move that we 
table the ordinance.” 

The motion to table was lost by a vote of 
9 to 10.

Portraits of George Hillyer and J, T. 
Cooper Swung in the Councll. 


Two more additions to the gallery of 
Atlanta’s ex-mayors were made during the 
session of the general council. 

Side by side on the west wall of the 
council chamber now hang fine oil paint- 
ings of Hon. George Hillyer and Hon. 
John Tyler Cooper, both ex-mayors of At- 
lanta. 

Several months ago the general council 
passed a resolution calling upon the ex- 
mayors of the city for portraits of them- 
selves to be placed in the council chamber. 
Since the adoption of the resolution one or 
two portraits have been added, the first 
being that of Hon. W. A. Hemphill, which 
hangs to the left of the mayor pro tem.’s 
chair. 

A day or two ago the portraits of ex- 
Mayors Hillyer and Cooper were conveyed 
to the council chamber and hung on the 
west wall of the building near that of ex- 
Mayor English and during the session of 
the general council a letter was read from 
the two gentlemen relative jo the por- 
traits. As the clerk coneluded the reading 
Mr. ‘Welch, of the second, presented a 
resolution thanking the two ex-mayors for 
the paintings.

THE STONE FLAGGING GOES DOWN. 


A Long ‘Petition Is Sent in Against 
Placing Stone Flagging. 

A petiticn, signed by some of the largest 
property owners and leading citizens of 
Atlanta, against the enforcement of Mr. 
Day’s ordinance requiring flagging et 
points specified in’ that ordinance was pre- 
sented and read. 

Mr. Harman, a member of the street 
committee, presented the petition and aid- 
vocated its adoption by the council, declar- 
ing that the enforcement of the Day ordi- 
nance just nédw would work a great hard- 
ship. He stated that there were present 
several gentlemen who were anxious to pe 
heard and,.moved that the rules be sus- 
pended so as tc hear from them. The rules 
were susptrded by the unanimous Génsent 
of the hody. 

Mr. Healy was the first ore to protest 
and declared that the ordinance -would 
work the greatest hardship. on many of 
the property owners. 

Mr. G. V. Gress followed Mr. Healy, de- 
claring that he thought it an imposition 
to compel the property cwners to put down 
the new flagging just now. He thought 
that some of the old flagging could be 
patched and made to answer for a goud 
sidewalk. 

“I see,’’ said Mr. Day, “‘that Mr. Gress 
and some of the other gentlemen misun- 
derstand this matter. The city engineer 
sent out two kinds of notices.- One called 
for new flagging and the other for repairs, 
I think his called fos repairs. If that is the 
case he does not have to put down new flag- 
ging.’ 

‘Then, if I have misunderstood it,’’ said 
Mr. “Gress, “I can patch my walk?" 

Mr. Day declared that he could. 

‘“‘Now, my notice,” said Hon. E. C. Pe- 
ters, ‘“‘calls for new flagging on Peachtree 
and Wall streets: It does not call for re- 
pairs. Now, next year I am of the opinion 
that we will tear away that building we 
kave there and put up a fine structure. 
That flagging will not be of any use to me 
next year and yet I must spend $600 for it 
for the one year. I have been told that if 
the city went on and did this work and 
then tried to collect the money the collec: 
tion could not be made.’ . 

Mr. Day showed that the cost of all the 
work contemplated would be about $14,000 
and declared that it would work no hardship 
to any one. 

“This is a bad year to wndertake that 
work,” said Mr. Harman. “The people of 


» Atlanta have given this year about a quar- 


ter of a million dollars to the exposition 
and now they are called on to pay out this 
money. I move to repeal the Day ordi- 
nance and instruct the city engineer to 
see that the repair work is pushed along 
under the laws as they have been.” 

Mr. Day moved to table the repealing 
ordinance of Mr. Harman's and the mo- 
tion to table was carried by a vote of 12 
to 6. The petition from the property own- 
ers was then ordered filed. 

That Steam Laundry. 

John Silvey and others presented a peti- 
tion for a repeal ‘of the building permit 
granted Shumaker & Seltzer for a steam 
Jaundry on Marietta and Spring streets. 

It was shown that the building inspector 
had granted Shumaker & Seltzer a building 
permit at that point and that the specifica- 
tion, after being anmiended, showed that the 
place was to be used as a laundry. 

Mr. Welch, of the second, asserted that 
it. was not a matter for the ceuncil to 
handle. He asserted that the permit had 
been granted and that the people who had 
petitioned for a revocation of the building 
permit would haye to go to police court 
and show that it was @ nuisance or go to 
the state courts with an injunction against 
the building. He oppcsed suspending the 
rules to hear from parties present on these 
grounds and the rules were not suspended, 

' Another New Bridge. 

*“T have a resolution,” said Mr. Welch of 
the fifth, “and I would like for the council 
to act on it this afternoon.” 

The resolution recited the fact that the 
bridge, now in use over the railroad tracks 
on Jones avehue is in a very bad condition, 
and that a new bridge is badly needed. The 
resolution called for an investigation of the 
situation by the city engineer and demanded 
the construction as soon as it could be uh- 
dertaken, of a fine and substantial iron or 
steel bridge over the tracks. 

“Now, I ask,’’ said Mr. Welch of the fifth,

mittee, and I'll get something done with it, 
I promise you.” . 

The paper was so referred. 

Mr. Bell, chairman of the bridge commit-.

The relief committee, Mr. Mayson cha'‘r- 

man, presented an ordinance calling for 


~ bids from the colored undertakers for the 


burial of negro paupers. The bids ate to re 
sealed and the contract is to be awarded by 
the council. 

To Light the Exposition Streets. 

Mr, Harman presented a resolution calling 
for a conference'tbetween the committee on 
electric lights, the county commissioners 
and the committee from the board of direc- 
tors of the exposition relative to lighting 
the approaches to the exposition, it was 
adopted. 

Clarence Moore, clerk to the commissioner 
of public works, was given a ten days’ leave 
of absence. 

A retail liquor license was granted P. J. 
Kenny at 7 and 9 East Alabama street. 

The name of Madison avenue in the third 
ward was changed to Cherokee avenue. 


FIGHT FOR LONGER HOURS, 
Appeal 


Saloon Keepers Make Their 
for Extended Hours. 

Those extra two hours for the sale of 
whisky and beer by retail during the 
months of September, October, November 
and December were not granted. 

The two hours were asked for by a long 
list of taxpayers and a list equally as long 
asked that the request be denied and that 
the law as it now reads should not be 
changed for the benefit of the exposition or 
for the pleasure of any other quantity in 
the city of Atlanta. 

Both requests were presented to the gen- 
eral council in the presence of a. thronged 
chamber, and every word that was spoken 
by the few who talked was listened to with 
the closest and most careful attention, 
The large crowd present was composed of 
leading citizens, many of whom had been 
prominent in the prohibition ranks when 
those fights were on, while next to them 
and in close converse before the question 
came up sat an Atlantian equally well 


known and just as high in the councils of 
the anti-prohibitionists in those days. 

After the greater part of the large crowd 
had left the council chamber a sensation 
as great, if not greater, than any disposi- 
tion of the whisky question tiie couneil 
might have made was sprung’on the body, 
and just now the city clerk, the city mar- 
shal and others of the city hall official 
list are at work most industriously trying 
to solve the sensational feature, which is 
completely enveioped in mystery. 

A Petition Taken Away. 

A petition against the extension of the 
hours as asked for by those who favor a 
change from the present situation of affairs 
was taken from the clerk’s table and car- 
ried away, carried so far and so quietly 
that no trace or it could be secured, Even 
the Hawkshaw abilities of every member 
of the council availed nothing, and now 
every one is wondering where tnat paper 
has gone. The paper was a large one and 
is said to have cohtained the names of 
some 1,200 or 1,400 persons who are opposed 
to the change asked for. It was the first 
paper filed with the city clerk and was de- 
livered to him in his office some hours be- 
fore the general council met. The back of 
the paper showed that it was a petition 
from Green T. Dodd and others for@® de- 
nial of the petition to change fhe hours, 
and was laid away by the city clerk in his 
desk with the other papers. When the 
hour for the council meeting came around 
the clerk, or his deputy, 
carried the paper to the council chamber 
with the other papers and books that would 
be needed in the afternoon.. The petition 
was laid on the desk with the other pa- 
pers and was there while the question was 
under consideration, but before the session 
was over it was missed, and the most dil- 
igent and careful search for it could not los 
cate it. The search continued until the 
deputy clerk was satisfied thht the petition 
was gone, and then he informed the may- 
or pro tem., who in turn informed the 
‘members of the council, requesting the 
member who might have the paper to sur- 
render it to the clerk. 

‘ It Was Very Bulky. 

But the paper was not surrendered. 

The paper is large and bulky, and, as has 
been stated, is said to have contained be- 
tween 1,200 and 1,400 names of persons who 
are opposed to any change. It was last 
seen, by any one who can now recall it, 
resting on the end of the deputy’s desk, 
near the small stand from which he reads. 
Then it was bound by a large rubber and 
was just as the clerk had it when he 
left his office with it. After all of the pa- 
pers pertaining to the contemplated change 
had been handed into the. clerk Captain 
Forbes began bunching them for a batch, 
‘and then for the first time missed the big 
roll. At first he was of the opinion that 
the paper was on the reporters’ table, and 
laid the others to one side, but when the 
end of the session was approaching and 
Captain Forbes made a demand upon the 
reporters’ table for the paper, he was 
informed that it had not been there. A 
search was at once instituted for the miss- 
ing document, but it could not be found 
high nor low. One after another of the 
members were questioned about the paper, 
but none could throw any light upon it, 
except one who asserted that he had seen 
one of the gentlemen interested in the suc- 
cess of the paper heave the council cham- 
ber with a package of papers under his 
arm, 

The gentleman could not say, however, 
that the. missing petition was in the pack- 
age. 

Every nook and corner, every drawer 
and pigeon hole about the deputy’s desk 
was searched, but the petition could not 
be found and then it was that the deputy 
informed the clerk of the absence of the 
paper and the clerk in turn informed the 
mayor pro tem. The mayor pro tem. lis-

“I move,” said Mr. Hirsch, almost before 
the clerk’s voice had died out, “that that 
petition and all gther petitions relative to 
that matter be referred to the police com- 
mittee, the tax committee and the ordi- 
nance committee, where they can be con- 
sidered: and all parties who want to be 
heard can be heard.” 

Norcross to the Front. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles was in the act 
of putting the question to the house when 
the Rev. Virgil Norcross entered the rail- 
ing and advancing to the clerk’s desk ad- 
dressed the chair. 

“IT will be compelled,” 
Tem. Broyles, “to inform the gentleman 
that he cannot address the council without 
@ suspension of the rules.” 

“T should like—’ began Mr. Norcross. 

The mayor pro tem.’s gavel fell and as 
it came down Mr. Harman secured the 
floor, moving that the rules be suspended 
so that Mr. Norcross could be heard. 

“I think,” said Mr. Hirsch, “that the 
place for the argument is before the com- 
mittees.’’ 

‘T should like to hear Mr. Norcross,” 
said Mr. Campbell, “but I think, like Mr.

The large crowd saw that 
that was apparently the end of the mat- 
ter and left the chamber, but just before 
the session closed Mr. Hirsch brought the 
matter up again and something like a 
test vote was taken on it. 

But before Mr. Hirsch presented the sub- 


ject for the second time, Mr. Camp, who 


is chairman of the police committee, and 
who is supposed to be friendly to the 
change, and Mr. Nelms, who has express- 
ed himself as being in favor of the exten- 
sion, had been excused+from further at- 
tendance. It was an ordinance Mr. Hirsch 
handed in and it called for the repeal of 
the present law after September Ist next.

CONSPIRED TO KILL EDWARDS. 


——- 


The Theory of the Police, Which Re- 
sulfed in Three Arrests. 


The murderer of Thomas Edwards, the ne- 
gro who was shot to death on Peters street 
Saturday night, has not yet been apprehend- 
ed. Arthur Young, the negro who cemmit- 
ted the crime; escaped from the throng of 
people near the scene of the murder and 
cannot be located by the officers, although 
they have several clews that may iead to 
the capture of the murderer, 

Three negroes suspécted of conspiracy in 
connection with the murder of Edwards, 
were arrest by the county police yester- 
day and lodged in the station house. They 
will be heid until the crime cag be investi- 
gated fyrther, the officers believing that the 
negroes knew of and aided Young in his in- 
tention cf killing Edwards. One of the three 
negroes is thought to have loaned Young 
the pistol with which the crime was com- 
mitted, and the others are suspected of hav- 
ing helped the murderer to get away. ‘the 
three negroes all live near Adamsville in 
the lower part of the county, from which 
place Young came to Atlanta Saturday to 
go on @ negro picnic at Springfield, near 
Péyten.. The men were arrested -at their 
homes about ten miles from the city about 
1 o’clock yesterday morning. They were 
brought to the city by Officers Verner, ‘ur- 
ner, Bradley and T. B. Lanford, who arrest- 
ed them, and were locked up on charges of 
disorderly conduct and quarreling, by which 
charge the officers evidently expegt to hold 
the negroes until the case can be investigat- 
ed further. Their names are Howell Ken- 
non, Charly Elder and Wilburn Glenn. 

Howell Kennon is accused ‘of lending 
Young the pistol which he used in killing 
Edwards, but the negro strongly denies the 
accusation. The other two negroes «re said 
to have returned to Adamsville just cbout 
day Sunday morning. and it is that fact that 
gave rise to the suspicion that they were 
pore P ins after the crime had been ccom- 
mitted. 


It is believed by some of the officers work- ‘ 


ing on the case that a general conspiracy 
to kill Edwards was concocted by Young 
and his friends, and it is certain that the 
murder will be investigated until every 
circumstance connected with it has been 
looked into. The gine 4 officers, headed by 
Chief Verner, are working unceasingly on 
the cAse, there being no doubt in the minds 
of the officers that the murderer has left 
the city, which hinders the city officers from 
oe a chance of capturing the mur- 
erer.

The Campaign of the Money Sharks. 

A correspondent asks us if the Re- 
form Club of William and Wall streets 
is not ready to pay for the stuff that it 
sends out, if it finds that the prominent 
pewspapers of the country are not ready 
and willing to print it on any other 
terms. We do not doubt it. The Re- 
form Club has behind it the immense 
corruption fund which The New York 
Financial Chronicle suggested that Wall 
street should raise in order to perpetuate 
the single gold standard. The newspa- 
pers that are known to be in favor of 
the restoration of silver receive circulars 
“every day advising them that the gold- 
bug mountain has brought forth another 
nreNse. 

We have no doubt that the papers 
that are willing to print the execrable 
stuff which the William and Wall Streets 
Reform Club is prepared to send out by 
the ton receive fair advertising rates for 
the matter which they inflict on their 
readers. If this stuff were marked by 
the usual signs which indicate an adver- 
tisement, nothing would be thought of it; 
and yet, it is not only printed as straight 
reading matter, but the subsidized press 
uses a part of it as editorial matter. 
This is a very cheap way of making 
money in the newspaper business, but 
we are glad to say that no newspaper in 
Georgia, so far as we know, has sold 
either its news or its editorial col- 
umns to the Wall Street Reform 
Club for the purpose of convincing the 
voters of this state that republican finan- 
cial doctrines are better for the people 
than those that have been advocated by 
the democratic party since the founda- 
tion of the republic. 

Nevertheless, the Reform Club of 
Wall street is making a very stirring 
campaign in all sections of the country. 
It is buying all the newspapers that 
can be bought; it is subsidizing all the 
editors that can be subsidized; and it is 
working above ground like a_ buzzard 
and underground like a mole. 

It has behind it what is called a “lite- 
rary bureau,” and an editor that is will- 
ing to be bought finds his desk flooded 
with “original” editorial articles, corre- 
spondence, selected articles, and we hear 
that in the west some newspapers that 
are willing to be subsidized have been 
guarwateed a profitabie run of New 
York advertising. 

In short, the money sharks not only 
have deep pockets but long arms, and 
they have in tleir employ some of the 
brightest newspaper writers of the east. 
These writers work outside of the Re- 
form Club of Wall and William streets, 
and their work crops out in the most un- 
expected places. Nothing is left undone 
to manufacture public opinion in behalf 
of the schemes of the gold speculators. 
vastern newspaper readers are informed 
day after day that “the silver craze” is 
dying out. But behind all this bluffing 
the fact is clearly shown that a ma- 
jority of the honest voters of both parties 
in New England and the eastern states 
are in favor of the immediate ‘restora- 
tion of silver to its old place as a fulf 
legal tender money metal. 

This fact, however, only nerves the 
agents of the gold sharks to greater ex- 
ertions and to the concoction of more 
desperate lies and methods. These 
agents know that the democratic v&ters 
of Georgia are overwhelmingly in fa- 
vor of the restoration of silver to the 
open mints of the country as the unit of 
account, but in spite of this, we have the 
spectacle of the Reform Club of William 
and Wall Streets trying to buy editors 
and subsidize editors, and we are told 
that Secretary Smith is to return and 
give the public a repetition of his great 
performance of denouncing the policy 
that he was in favor of in 1890. 

We do not think there is any objection 
to these tactics on the part of the peo- 
ple. We rather think that the people 
enjoy the spectacle of a man who wanted 
paper currency issued on non-perishable 
products attempting to pose as a “sound” 
money man. 


Wages and Prices. 

Every sensible man who will reflect 
Over the great issue that is now under 
discussion, must inevitably perceive that 
the so-called “sound” money men are 
trying to keep down prices. The whole 
issue is one of prices, but there is a 
careful avoidance of that confession on 
the part of the mioney dealers. They 
say that a dollar which would buy only 
half as much as the present gold dollar 
would be a “depreciated” and a “dishon- 
est” dollar; but they do not say that the 
gold dollar of 1873 was a “dishonest” 
dollar. Nevertheless, the gold dollar of 
1873 would purchase not quite half as 
much as the “honest” dollar of 1895. 

On another branch of the question 
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they tell wage earners that a rise in 
prices would not affect wages, and yet, 
before the ink is dry on their paper, we 
rhave a slight rise in prices and a Ccor- 
responding rise in wages in some quar- 
pters; and the very men who denied that 
this would be the case are heralding 
the fact abroad, and claiming that it is 
a victory for the single gold standard. 
No matter what caused the recent slight 
rise in prices we should think that every 
intelligent workman would be able to 
perceive that it was accompanied by an 
immediate and corresponding rise in 
wages, 

Now the question arises, if a slight rise 
in prices is followed by an increase in 
wages, why would not a greater in- 
crease in prices result in a greater in- 
crease of wages We should like to see 
some of the goldbug organs confound 
their logic by attempting to explain 
this. 

Up to this time, only the producers of 
agricultural commodities have been 
compelled to meet the competition of sil- 
ver using countries; but now our manu- 
facturers are beginning to feel the ef- 
fects of such competition, and it will be 
felt more keenly as the days go by un- 
less the free coinage of silver gives 
them relief. The first sympfoms of the 
results of this competition were seen re- 
cently in the efforts of the cotjon mill 
men of. New England to better their 
condition by moving their plants to the 
south or investing in mills already es- 
tablished. For those who have been 
wise enough to take this step there will 
be some recompense. If cotton mills 
any where in the world can compete with 
those of the silver using countries they 
are to be found in the south. But this 
is only a temporary condition. In the 
end the mills of the silver using coun- 
tries will drive even the southern goods 
out of the markets of the world. This is 
inevitable, being in accordance with nat- 
ural laws. 
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A Big Mistake. 


The New York World drops into a 
vein of Pleasantry and remarks: 

The “crime of 1873,"" which struck down 
Silver and demonetized the dollar of the 
daddies, did not demonetize the water- 
melon. It not only continued in circula- 
tion—in our midst, so to speak—but it has 
gained in favor. It is estimated that there 
is an average circulation of thirty-four 
watermelons per capita in this country, 
and under the unlimited free produc- 
tion of watermelons those of Georgia are 
maintained at par or at a slight premium. 
With watermelons as the fruit of final con- 
Sumption, and with the Georgia peaches 
circulating as subsidiary eating, the peo- 
ple of Georgia are paying very little at- 
tention to the question of free silver or 
money of final payment. Those of then 
who have anything to sell find that the 
money they get is good errough for them. 

The very fact that the people of Geor- 
gia have something to sell makes them 
all the more interested in the currency 
question. Under the good old bimetallic 
standard there was money in sending 
Georgia watermelons and peaches to 
market, but the blight of gold monomet- 
allism strikes down this industry as it 
does everything else. 

The falling prices caused by the de- 
monetization of silver are disastrously 
felt by our fruit growers, as they are 
by every class of producers. At this 
end of the line our  contemporary’s 
sprightly paragraph falls flat. 


Too Sensational and Extreme. 
When Rey. Dr. Hawthorne arraigned 
certain alleged social evils and follies 
in his sermon last Sunday in the course 
of his attack upon female bicyclists and 
bloomers, he unfortunately made some 
very extreme and sweeping assertions 
about society in general, and what he 
was pleased to call “the circle of the 

400.” Among other things he said: 


In the clubhouses of this city there ere 
filthy-mouthed sensualists, covered with the 
scars of disgusting vices, who have the 
entree to the circle of the ‘‘400,"" and whose 
word is law to the giddy throng that would 
gibbet me for my advocacy of social chas- 
tity. 

It would be hard to find words more 
offensive and abusive, and unqualified. 
The stranger who heard them would, 
have been justified in supposing that 
our society is under the control of a set 
of debauched lepers, and that the ad- 
vocate of pure morals is actually in 
danger. 

Again the doctor said after he had 
paid his respects to the bicycle-bloomer 
combination: 

There are men who sometimes come to 
me under cover of night, or write to me 
letters marked ‘“personal’ and ‘“private,’’ 
saying: “Sir—This modern Diana, called 
society, and before which thousands pros- 
trate themselves, is horribly corrupt. I 
and my family beiong to the idolatrous 
throng which worships there, and I know 
whereof I affirm. The social escapades, 
broils, scandals and the drunkenness, gam- 
bling, forgeries, embezzlements and suicides 
which fill up the columns of our news- 
papers are traceable to influences which 
emanate from a cirtle called ‘society.’ 
You are a true prophet of God and our only 
‘deliverance from this debauching and ruin- 
ous domination is ih the righteous audacity 
of such men.”’ 


Now, the inference from all this is that 
Dr. Hawthorne, as a “true prophet of 
God,” is not mistaken, but is diviMely 
inspired when he indorses the statement 
of a probably self-created and anony- 
mous correspondent that “the social es- 
capades, broils, scandals and the drun- 
kenness, gambling, forgeries, embezzle- 
ments and suicides which fillerp the col- 
umns of our newspapers are traceable to 
influences which emanate from a circle 
called society.” , 

We heartily agree with the majority 
of our readers that the doctor is a fear- 
less and sincere reformer; a man of bril- 
liant intellect and exceptional eloquence, 
and that he is in many lines of his 
chosen work a power for good. We ad- 
mit this, and it is on this account that 
we regret to see him weaken his infiu- 
ence by using intemperate  IlI«nguage 
which is calculated to inflame the igno- 
rant, and leave the impression upon 
their minds that all society is in league 
with satan, and that to enter its gilded 
portals is to start upon a career of folly 
or sin and shame. 

Dr. Hawthorne seems to think that 
society is composed of only the idle, the 
frivolous and the vicious. On the con- 
trary, it is composed of the good and 
the bad, but the former, ever since there 
was such a thing as society, have been 
steadily gaining the upper hand. 
Wherever there is a circle in which the 
amenities of social intercourse and the 
“small, sweet courtesies of life” prevail, 
and where people make an effort to 
show their brighter and better side— 


| where people are considerate and amiable 
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where culture and refinement and con- 
closer together, there society exists, and 
it may be found on the back streets, as 
well as on the most fashionable avenues 
in the stately mansions of the rich. 

| Doubtless, society on every street—in 
the circle of the 400 and in the wider 
circle of the 4,000—has its weaknesses 
and faults, but denunciation and abuse 
will not reform what needs reforming. 

For the doctor’s sake, and for the sake 
of the cause he represents, we hope 
that he will see his way clear to a change 
in the methods of his crusade. His vio- 
lent and sweeping charges will arouse 
anger and resentment and will only in- 
tensify the evils he complains of. A 
more conservative style of argument 
would be far more effective, when 
backed by zeal and facts. It is not nec- 
essary to make a wholesale attack upon 
society in order to reform a few fashions 
and customs which some people may 
think objectionable, and the chances are 
that such a mode of warfare will cause 
the victims of so much abuse to get to- 
gether and organize a counter crusade 
under the impression that they are mis- 
represented and persecuted. 

This is our view of the matter. Possi- 
bly it is a mistaken one, but we have 
tried to look at the situation from a ra- 
tional and a dispassionate standpoint. 


° Words, Words! 


There is a contention among those 
who hang about the skirts of literature 
as to whether the coming novel is to 
contain 50,000 or 150,000 words. 

Mr. Edward W. Bok, who knows as 
much about it as anybody in this round 
world, says that the novel of the future 
will contain 50,000 words, no more, no 
less. He says that women, who are the 
greatest novel readers, prefer 50,000 
words, and this, of course, settles the 
matter, 

This is a new standard of merit in 
any case, and it is hard to discdver on 
what it is based. Nearly all the really 
great novels in the language run from 
150,000 to 200,000, and some of the 
most successful of the modern novels 
run above a hundred thousand words. 

It would be interesting to know on 
What Mr: Bok bases his judginent; and 
yet it would cease to be significant as 
soon as we knew it. For the success of 
a novel does not depend on its length, 
but on the power of the author to in- 
vest his characters with a living human 
interest. 

That is the test after all, and it is a 
test that only genius can give. The lit- 
tle successes of the hour amount to 
nothing, and are not significant; but 
when success overlaps two or three gen- 
erations we may know that there is 
something in a book besides the num- 
ber of words. 
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An Unhappy Temperance Reformer. 

Lady Henry Somerset is famous both 
in England and in this country as a tem- 
perance reformer. 

There is no doubt about her sincerity 
and zeal, and people were 
shocked a few days ago when they 
learned that she had authorized a hotel 
on her estate to sell iquor. The state- 
ment was disbelieved by many, but it 
turns out to be a fact. 

Fortunately, for Lady Somerset a sat- 
isfactory explanation has been made. 
She is only a tenant for life, and she 
cannot carry out her ideas on an estate 
which does not absolutely belong to her. 
She at first refused to renew. the liquor 
license, but the chancery courf held that 
she could not let her personal opinions 
influence her actions in her fiduciary 
capacity. So the license had to be re- 
newed despite her objections, as the 
value of the hotel lease would have 
been seriously affected if the prohibition 
policy had prevailed. 

Lady Somerset feels greatly mortified 
at being placed in the attitude of per- 
mitting thé sale of liquor on her prop- 
erty, but the ruling of the court frees her 
from all responsibility, and she desires 
to have the matter thoroughly explained 
to the public. It is pretty rough on this 
gentle reformer to be forced by the law 
to do on her home estate just what she 
is earnestly advising others not to do. 
But the law has no consideration for 
the feelings of reformers. 
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A Man with a Future. 


Fifty years ago Llew Liwyfo was a 
conspicuous figure in public life in 
Wales, and it was predicted that he 
would make an international reputation. 

The decades rolled on and the versatile 
Liwyfo seemed to make no headway. 
Still his admirers believed in him Pr 
some thirty or forty years, but after that 
time they became discouraged and ceased 
to talk of their favorite. 

Several times during the last dozen 
years the final disappearance of the 
brilliant Welshman from public life has 
been announced. Once his death was 
reported, and later it was said that he 
was a poor old wreck existing some- 
where in great obscurity. 

But the people were mistaken in 
Lilwyfo. They did not appreciate his 
latent strength, his reserve force and the 
possibilities wrapped up in him. Last 
week the old man reappeared, to every- 
body’s surprise, in first-class condition, 
bright and chipper as a boy. He was 
awarded the prize for an epic poem, 
and received it amid roars of applause. 

This last exploit has revived public 
confidence in the remarkable man whose 
arrested development bas worried Wales 
for the past half century, and his 
jaunty talk about the career still before 
him has greatly encouraged his friends. 
As Lliwyfo still lacks a few years of 
four score his new start in the field of 
literature fiaturally excites considerable 
interest, and people are wondering what 
the harvest will be. meee 


Our Missionaries in China, 

Several English missionaries, and 
among them a number of women and 
children, have been barbafously mur- 
dered by some Chinese fanatics near 
Kucheng. An American lady was in- 
jured, but the other Americans made 
their escape. 
_ Our minister and consuls and the Brit- 
ish officials in China will demand repara- 
tion and a guaranty of future security 


for the missionaries sent out by the two 
countries. These demands will probably 
be granted, but it will be on account of 
‘Engiland’s prestige. The British are’ 
feared in China. They have vast inter- 
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seize coast cities and patrol the rivers.’ 
Our republic is not in ft. The @hinese 
regard us as a pusillanimous people who 
prefer peace at any price. Then they 
hold that they are not bound to show 
us any courtesies because our recent 
legislation discriminates against the 
Chinese and forbids them to cross our 
borders. 

Our missionaries, therefore, will have a 
hard time in China, and if they escape 
personal violence it will be through the 
efforts of the British consuls in their 
behaif. 

It may be that the missionaries are 
doing a great deal of good in China, but 
this is doubted by some experienced ob- 
servers who have studied the situation. 
Even the Chinese who live in this coun- 
try under the shadow of our churches 
show little disposition to embrace the 
Christian faith. It is said that they like 
to attend Sunday schools when they can 
get pretty young women to teach them, 
but when they return to their dens they 
are as heathenish as they were before. 
To roll back the flood of paganism in 
China is about as easy a jobas Mrs. Par- 
tington undertook when she seized her 
broom and tried to sweep back the At- 
lantic ocean. 


We see from a Bostog paper that “the 
silver craz® is dead again.””

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CIAL COMMISSION BEGINS WORK 


€o Decide the Ownership of Valua- 
ble Atlanta Property. 


‘PROPERTY LOSSES OF NEARLY $8,000,000 


Are Shown by the Tax Digests That Were 
Received Yesterday—Fulton Loses 
Only a Millionand a Half. 


Property to the value of several hundred 
thousand dollars is involved in the case 
being heard before a special commission 
which began its session in the senate 
chamber yesterday morning. 

This is the suit involving a certain right of 
way which the Central railroad has been 
using fcr years and which the state claims 
as a part of the State mad’s property. 

The commission was appointed by an act 
of the last legisiature, the Central railroud 
agreeirg to submit the question at issue 
to such a body. Judge John L. Hopkins, 
of Atlanta, is chairman of the commission 
and the other members are: Hon. H. W. 
Hill, of Meriwether, and Hon. T. R. Jones, 
of Murray. 

The commission chose Mr. Mark McCord 
as its secretary. i 
The state is represented in the hearing 
by Hon. J. M. Terrell, attorney general, 
and by Mr. W. A. Wimbish, special attor- 
ney, Who has charge of these cases involv- 
‘ing the property of the State road. The 
Central is represented by Messrs. Dorsey, 
Brewster & Howell, N. J. & T. A. Ham- 
mond and Howell Erwin. 

The state claims that this property, 
which extends from the union depot be- 
yond Forsyth street, belongs to it, through 
the deed given by Mitchell to the state, 
and that it hasbeen used by the Central 
through sufferance. The Central claims 
that it has a good title to the property 
under a subsequent deed and sets up that 
even if it had not by deed, it has a good 
title by prescription, having had adverse 
possession of it for more than twenty 
years. 

The first witness examined was Mr. Hun- 
ter McDonald, chief engineer of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis. He was 
followed by Colonel George W. Adair. At 
the afternoon session Captain Martin Doo- 
ley, Colonel A. L. Harris, Mr. Charles 
Beardsley and Mr. B. M. Hall testified 
concerning the points at issue. The inter- 
rogatory of Budwell E. Wells, of Texas, 

‘Was read. All of these gentlemen have had 
connection with the state at some time in 
the past. 

The taking of testimony will probably 
continue several days.

The losses for 
the year from July 1, 18%, to June 30, 1895, 
amount to $284,211, while the premiums 
amount to $221,894. This shows a gain in 
losses and a loss in premiums. ' 

While there have been no large Icsses with 
the exception of the Austell property, there 
have been more sma) fires than for many 
years previcus. 

Macon has fared even worse than Atlanta 
and the decrease and losses in. that city 
are quite disastrous. It was considerably 
lower than the losses in Atlanta and for 
a city the size of Macon this is even more 
Cisastrous than for Atlanta. 

A great decrease is snown over the state 
of Georgia in the insurance business and 
this has been a hard year for the many 
state agencies throughout the south. 

Several companies have withdrawn their 
agencies from Georgia within the last five 
or six months owing to the decrease in 
business. Captain Joyner’s attention was 
called to the fact of the decrease and was 
asked the cause. 

“It is because the people are carrying 
the risk themselves,” explained the fire 
vhief. “I was talking to several fire in- 
surance men the cther day and they say 
that several of their friends who used to 
carry $20,000 worth of insurance are now 
carrying about $10,000. They are taking 
the majority of the risk themselves and put 
too much faith in the fire departc.ent.” 


GEN. YOUNG ON THE UNION. 
Talks About the Report Concerning 
Guatemala and Costa Rica. 

One man in Georgia who felt a Keen in- 
terest in the dispatches which came from 
Gvatemala yesterday was General P. M. 
B. Young, who is at home from. his post 
as United States minister to Guatemala 
and Honduras on a leave of absence. The 
gereral’s health has not been good, but 
under the healing influences that he finds 
at Sweetwater park and right here in At- 
lanta he is fast recovering. 

“Naturally,” said the general, when ask- 
ed by a representative of The Constitution 
for his views concerning the dispatches, “I 
have read with great interest what is said 
concerning the proposed union of the Cen- 
tral American republics. I believe that a 
large majority of the intelligent, patriotic 
citizens of Central America would like to 
see a unicn of ajl those republics. They 
believe that such a federaticn would be 
gieatly to the advantage of each and all 
of them and at some time all of these gov- 
érnments have expressed themselves as in 
fwvor of such a union.’”’ 

‘Have there been concerted 
in the past?’ 

“They have hed several conventions on 
the subject in the past, but for some rea- 
scen they have never been able to reach a 
practical result. Before any agreement can 
be reached, each must be willing to e@on- 
cede something, each must be willing to 
transfer certain of its powcrs to the feder- 
al government. They have never been 
able to agree upon a definite plan in the 
past. I believe that at this time all of the 
presidents of the Central American repub- 
lics are patriotic, conservative men. The 
gcvernment of the United States has but 
one sentiment for these republics, and that 
is one of affection; it hopes and wishes 
that each of them shall be permitted to 
pursue its happiness in its own way, unin- 
terrupted by fcreign powers.” 

“What is the popuiation of those re- 
publics?” 

“ft should say that in the five republics 
there are perhaps four million of people. 
The population of Guatemala is, in round 
numbers, -one million. The people are in- 
tensely American in their sentiments and 
are great believers in the United Statcs. 
‘heir idea in any federation which might 
be brought about would be to base it on 
the ccnstitution of the United States, mod- 
eling their government as much as possible 
atter our own. Their vnopulation is wery 
similar in character—that is, one state with 
the others; they have much the same soil 
and climate, and it would seem that they 
have a common destiny, Still it is, of 
course, the policy of this government to 
hold hands off and wish them godspeed 
in the working out of their salvation in 
their own way.’

THE DECREE STANDS. 


The Divorce Granted to Mrs. Dr. 
Huntley Still Stands. 

The divorce granted Mrs, Dr. J. P. Hunt- 
ley, in Oklahoma, was not voided by the 
recent decision of an Oklahoma court, as 
were a large number of divorces granted] 
in the territory. The report reached Art- 
lanta and was printed to the effect that 
the divorce was annulled with all others. 

The decision referred to applied only to 
divorces granted by the probate court of 
the territory and not by the district court. 
Mrs. Huntley’s divorce was granted by the 
latter court. The ‘following card from 
Hopkins & Sons explains the situation: 

“Editor Constitution—aAn article appeared 
last week in The Constitution on tne sub- 
ject of ‘Divorces Made Void,’ in Oklahoma 
Territory, in which the following occurred: 
‘It will be remembered that about one year 
ago Mrs. Dr. J. P. Huntley, wife of the 
specialist in this city, was granted a di- 
vorce in Guthrie. * * * As concerns the 
divorce granted Mrs. Huntley the decision 
of the superior court has annulled it and 
under that decision Mr. and Mrs. Huntley 
are man and wife.’ 

“The decision referred to is one by the 
supreme court, holding that divorces grant- 
ed by the probate court of that territory 
were void because that court was without 
jurisdiction in divorce cases. Mrs. Hunt- 
ley’s divorce was granted by the district 
court—not the probate court—and the de- 
cision referred to does not affect it in any 
manner.

The Governor Decides Against the Min- 
neola Whipping Boss. | 


PENITENTIARY ROLES VIOLATED 


The Hearing Completed Yesterday. 
The Formal Order of Discharge. 


GOVERNOR ATKINSON NOT SO. WELL 


The Hearing in the Gary Case Weakened 
Him Greatly— He Has Gone to 
Newnan fora Stay. 


Captain T. E. Gary is no longer con- 
nected with the Georgia penitentiary in 
any capacity. 

The hearing which grew out of the suicide 
of Porter Stocks was concluded yesterday 
and the governor’s decision was adverse to 
the man who had charge of Minneola camp 
at the time of the Atlanta man’s death. 

A Few Witnesses Examined. 

The hearing was taken up at noon, Cap- 
tain Bob Wright, the former assistant keep- 
er of the penitentiary; Captain Jake Moore, 
the present incumbent of that position, and 
Captain J. W. English testified to the ef- 
ficiency of Gary, after he himself had con- 
cluded his statement concerning the un- 
fortunate suicide and the attendant circum- 
stances. 

Captain Stocks was a witness. He said 
he thought Porter killed himself because 
he was found under the influence of liquor 
and in @ fit of despondency. He had not 
thought of foul play while he was at the 
camp and did not think the investigation 
had shown any indication of it. 

Then Colonel E. T. Shubrick, Gary’s 
counsel, argued briefly in his behalf and 
then the governor announced his decision. 

In making his decision Governor Atkin- 
son called attention to some of the peculiar- 
ities of the Georgia penitentiary system. 
The captains were, he said, the only of- 
ficers of the state in direct contact with 
tne convicts and the necessity of their liv- 
ing up to the spirit and letter of the law 
as laid down was paramount. In his opiu- 
ion Captain Gary had been guilty of the 
neglect charged and he ordered that the 
captain’s commission be revoked. 

Captain English and Hon. W. C. Glenn, 
who was the attorney representing Colonel 
Stocks, asked that the govertior do not 
put upon the man the extreme penalty of 
Gischarge. The governor declined, how- 
ever, to reverse his decision, He said that 
he might at some time in the future con- 
sider an application for his reinstatement, 
but not now. 

The Rules Violated, 

Captain Gary has been connected with 
the penitentiary as an employe of the les- 
sees for twelve or fifteen years and has 
always proven an efficient man. 

The rule which he is convicted of violat- 
ing is No. 1 of the general rules laid down 
by the penitentiary department to the 
lessees, in which it is provided that no 
lessee or any of his employes shall allow 
“or permit convicts to go beyond prison 
bounds unless accomp4&nied by sufficient 
guard.’’ 

If the captain was not himself responsi- 
ble for the acts complained of, he was 
responsible for the violation of that 
portion of rule 19 which says: 

“If the captains in charge of the camps 
fail to induce the lessees or their agents 
to correct abuses of the foregoing rules in 
any particular, it will be their duty to re- 
port the fact to tho governor through the 
Oflice of the principal keeper.” 

The Formal Order. 

The governor’s formal order is as fol- 

lows: ; 


“After hearing the evidence submitted on 
the rule pending against T. BE. Gary, whip- 
ping boss for penitentiary No. 2 at Mineola, 
and the argument of his counsel, it isdound 
that the said Gary has violated the peniten- 
tiary rules prescribed for the government 
of convicts therein confined, in his treatment 
especially of one Porter Stocks, who was 
frequently allowed to go beyend prison 
bounds unattended by guards; to have ac- 
cess to and handle firearms; to procure 
spirituous liquors and become intoxicated 
thereon, during one of which spells of in- 
toxication he committed suicide; and ‘n not 
requiring of said Stocks such hard labor as 
is contemplated by the law and the sentence 
of the court, which required him ‘to be con- 
fined at hard labor in the penitentiary.’ 

“It is further found that if said Gary was 
sot in every respect directly responsible for 
these violations and unwarrantable liber- 
ties, he failed to induce the lessees of their 
agents to arrest such abuses, and having 
failed, did not report such facts to the gov- 
ernor through the principal keeper of the 
penitentiary department as required; it is 
tnerefore 

“Ordained that T. E. Gary’s commission 
as whipping boss be, and the same is here- 
by revoked, and he be discharged from the 
service of the state. 3 

“W. Y. ATKINSON, Governor.” 


The Strain Too Much for Him. 

Governor Atkinson left yesterday after- 
noon for Newnan. He came back from 
Warm Springs feeling quite strong, but the 
hearing in the Gary case has been too much 
for him, and he goes down to his old nome 
feeling not nearly so well as he did the first 
day he went to the capitol. His doctors 
have ordered that he take absvulute rest and 
attempt to transact no business whatever. 
The governor realizes the importance of 
following this order, and he will not return 
to the capitol until he feels very much bet- 
ter indeed. 


REMANDED TO JAIL. 


Walter C. Goza Is Bound Over bya 
Juatice of the Peace. 

Young Walter C. Goza, the young man 
who has been in the employ of the Gate 
City Ice Company up to a few days ago, 
was given a preliminary hearing yesterday 
before Justice of the Peace Bloodworth on 
the warrant charging him with embezzle- 
ment. 

From the evidence that was produced at 
the trial it appeared that’ the young man 
had misappropriated some funds that he 
had collected and which should have been 
turned over to the (firm. He is also 
charged with collecting the money with- 
out authority and failing to returh an ac- 
count of the funds thus collected. 

His bond was placed at $600, and in de- 
fault of this bond he was placed in jail to 
await his trial before the criminal branch 
of the oity court.

HIS ASSIGNMENT WAS SET ASIDE 


And Captain J. B. Hollis Appointed 
Permanent Receiver. 


ASSETS AND LIABILITIES NOT KNOWN 


The Claim of $1,000 Against the Southern 
Bxpress Company ior the Coleman 
Swindle Among the Assets. 


Tae gems of A, L. Delkin & Co., the well 
known Whitehall street jewelry firm, will 
sparkle in other hands. 

Yesterday at noon, while that store was 
crowded with the daily throng of sightseers 
looking over the glittering array of gold 
and precious stones, interesting and sensa- 
tional legal complications were transpiring 
at the courthouse, Shortly after 
12 o’clock the firm made an _ assign- 
ment. All goods, chattels, claims and prop- 
erty of all kind were made over by the 
deed of assignment into the hands of H., 
L. Jones, a clerk in Delkin’s store. 

At 2 o’clock Mr. Walter R. Brown, attor- 
ney for northern creditors, appeared with 
a petition before Judge Richard Clark in 
chambers, acting for Judge Lumpkin, ask- 
ing that the assignment be set aside and 
declared null and void, pecause this deed of 
assignment was not legally made out. Judge 
Clark read over the petition and in a few 
minutes had signed an order to the effect 
that the paper of assignment was illegal 
and a permanent receiver should be ap- 


pointed. > 

Captain J. B. Hollis was named as this re- 
ceiver. He gave a bond of $5,000, closed the 
doors of the store and entered immediately 
into the work of taking an inventory of 
the firm’s stock. | 

There was the greatest surprise among 
the merchants of Whitehall street yesterday 
when it became known that Delkin had gone 
under, as it was supposed that his was one 
of the strongest firms in the city. For some 
years Mr. A. L. Delkin has been one of the 
most prominent jewelers, and his house 
bore a splendid reputation for fair dealing. 

But it was a mueh greater surprise to the 
merchants ard to Mr. Delkin himself when 
it was learned'that his deed of assignment 
had been declared void, his assignee Ccis- 
placed by the order of court, and a perma- 
nent receiver granted. 

Conveyed Everything. 
The deed of assignment is voluminous. 
Everything in the store is named and con- 
veyed to H. L. Jones. 

The diamons, watches, clocks, silver, gold, 
bills, claims and all things were transferred 
to Mr. Jones, who, it was expected, would 
take charge of the store and pay off equally 
the claims of all creditors, dollar for dollar, 
if the amount realized was sufficient, 

This bill attributes the failure of Mr. Del- 
kin to the stringency of the times. It is 
stated that the firm is in debt to such an 
extent that it would be impossible to pay 
out. The amount of liabilities, however, is 
not named, 

Tells of “Diamond” Charley. 

One of the paragraphs transfers the claim 
of A. L. Delkin against the Southern Ex- 
press Company. This amounts to $1,000, and 
it telle the interesting story of ‘Diamond 
Charley,”’ the famous crook who worked 
the sduthern jewelers some months ago. 

Delkin was a victim. It was he who fe- 
ceived one of the letters from Swainsboro, 
signed J. C. Coleman, and stating that he 
had recently an idea of putting in a lot of 
goods and asked that a number of watches 
and diamonds be sent to him at once, Re- 
ferring to Bradstreet’s the jeweler found 
that Coleman was rated at a large amount, 
and thinking that there was no danger, 
shipped by the Southern Express Company 
a package containing, jewelry valued at 
$1,000. 

The package was delivered to a man 
who represented himself to be Coleman by 
the agent of the company running between 
Midville and Swainsboro. At the same time 
several other packages were delivered com- 
ing from the other jewelers who had fallen 
victims to the scheme of this wily crook. 
Sooh afterwards Coleman was up and away. 
His capture was made in Quebec, and Cole- 


man was identified as a criminal with a- 


huge record. 

Suit was entered by the different firms 
against the Southern Express Company and 
it was this claim conveyed yesterday in 
the deed of assignment. 

It is stated in this bill that the claim 
is considered good. 

Pat in His Petition. 

This paper had been in the clerk's office 
scarcely an hour before the creditors began 
to move. 

Mr. Walter “R. Brown, representing the 
firm of Jacob Strauss & Son, of New York, 
and French & Franklin, a well-known Mas- 
sachusetts firm, appeared before Judge 
Clark with a petition. 

This petition stated that the firm of A. 
L. Delkin & Co. was indebted to unknown 
parties in large amounts and would not be 
able to pay them when due; that if allowed 
time to liquidate the company could not 
possibly meet outstanding indebtedness, and 
that the said company, realizing the fact 
of its insolvency amd the great loss that 
would accrue to all creditors in case each 
should proceed independently to collect the 
amounts due them, had undertaken to make 
an assignment. 

It is further alleged in this petition that 
this assignment was null and void and not 
in compliance with the laws of the state—in 
the first place, because there was not at- 
tached to the assignment any list of the 
creditors with the postoffice address and the 
amount due them, nor had the assignment 
been verified By any officer acting for the 
‘firm, as provided by section 7 of the act 
approved December 13, 18%. 

The second paragraph of this petition 
states that if the assignee be allowed to 
manage and control the said assets As he 
is directed to do in the assignment, no sale 
or disposal thereof would be legal or bind- 
ing upon any one. 

The petition also states that the creditors 
named do not know the names of other 
creditors, but begs to make them parties to 
the litigation. f 

The creditors pray that the assignment be 
declared void; that the assignee be en- 
joined from taking out or interfering with 
the goods and that a receiver be appointed. 

Captain Hollis Appointed. 

In his order granting the petition Judge 

Clark named J. B. Hollis as permanent re- 


ceiver and directed him to make bond of : 


$5,000. He instructed the receiver to take 
charge at once, take inventory and sell 
out at retail to satisfy ditors. 

The petition with the order of Judge 
Clark attached was filed in the clerk’s of- 
fice at 2:10 o'clock. 

The new receiver went to work immediate- 
ly, All doors were closed and for the next 
two or three days he will be busy looking 
over the stock.

East Rome Town Company et al. Before 
Judge Henry. Floyd superior court. 
Simmons,C. J.—1l. Where stock of an incor- 

porated company is pledged by the owner 

as collateral security for the payment of @ 
debt, the pledgee is, ag a general rule, en- 
titled to collect and receive the dividends 
thereon, unless this right is reserved by 
the pledgor at the time the pledge is made. 

2. if the company by which the stock was 
issued with notice of the fact that the 
pledge has been made, pays the dividends 
to the pledgor, it is, ordinarily, liable to the 
pledgee for such dividends, although the 
stock has not been actually transferred on 
the books of the company. 

3. Where the president, secretary and 
treasurer of an incorporated company actu- 
ally know that certain shares of stock 
therein have been transferred by the per- 
son in whose name the stock stands on the 
company’s books to another, such knowledge 
is notice to the corporation itself. 

4. As a general rule it is the right and 
duty of a pledgee to whom stock has been 
pledged as collateral security, to collect and 
receive for the use of the pledgor, divi- 
dends accruing upon the stock pending the 
bailment, although the debt secured by the 
pledge may, after such accrual, have been 
fully paid off by an actual payment of the 
stock; and in an action by the  pledgee 

rainst the company for such dividends so 
accruing, the company will be liable, unless 

it shows that it has in fact paid the divi- 

dends to the pledgor. The above general rule 

may, for equitable reasons be subject to ex- 
ceptions in particular cases.

Mary Logue, the terrified wife of a 
drunkard and the penitent mother of a 
thief, is likely: to become fanovs all over 
the world. She is dead, but a letter left by 
her is one of the most remarkable contri- 
hutions to the pathology of crime found in 
fhe annals. This pcescr mother acknowl- 
edges herself responsible for her son’s 
r oral perversity. He has lived a life of 
wrong-doing, and his mother ascribes it to 
ante-natal ‘nfluences. She says: 

“T found it very hard to get any money 
from my husband for our bread and meot. 
At last it got so hard that the only way 
I could get his mcney was by waiting un- 
til he was asleep at night and picks’¢ his 
pockets. Many and many a night have I 
got up .when he was asleep and taken 
what morreyl found there. Thea he had a hot 
temper, and I was’ always afraid when 
I was picking his pockets he would awake 
and find me doing it. Thus I went through 
all the brain sensations of a daring bur- 
glar, even such as I am informed you have 
become. .Shortly after that you were born, 
and I firmly believe that you came into the 
world a thief owing to that crime-like, 
though necessary, practice of mine.” 

She signs herself ‘your affectionate moth- 
er.”’ The intelligence, gentleness and af- 
fectionatenegs shown by the letter are proof 
conclusive that in her a good woman was 
wrecked. Her warning will be little heed- 
ed; theré is small hope of a very general 
reformation; but the letter suggests grave 
considerations ir penology. If prevention 
of such causes may not be had, the conse- 
quences may have to be met by perhaps 
less severe punishment, but an extension 
of the scope of institutions for the care of 
hereditary criminals.

EXTINGUISHING THE RACE. 


A Woman Writes Dr. Hawthorne That 
Bicycles Mean No Babies. 

Rev. J. FB. Hawthorne received yesterday 
a letter from the president of the Woman's 
Kiescue League of Boston incloring a series 
of resolutions which were adopted some 
time ago by the league in oppcsition to fe- 
male bicycle riding. 

The resolutions were inclosed in a per- 
sonal letter from Charlotte Smith, the pres- 
ident of the league, and in that letter she 
went somewhat more into details in opposi- 
ticn to bicycle riding than might be in- 
ferred from the resolutions following. 

The truth is, that President Smith tales 
the position that the use of bicycles by fe- 
males is a campaign against the human 
race and that as the vice grows the ratio 
of increase of the human family will pro- 
portionally fall. Mrs. Smith makes herself 
very clear on this and other points in her 
letter to Dr. Hawthorne and praises him 
for the work he is doing against the “per- 
sonal devil’’ and the bicycle. 

The resolutions referred to are as fol- 
lows: 

“Office of the Woman’s Rescue League, 
£12 Washington Street, Boston, Mass., 
June 15, 1§95.--The Woman’s Rescue League, 
at their last reguler meeting, passed the 
following resolutions: 

“Whereas, The bicycle woman and the 
coming ‘mannish woman’ are productive of 
much harm, and no real good to the indus- 
tricus and self-supporting and seif-respect- 
ing women who create 8) per cent of the 
wealth in all the light manufacturing in- 
dustries in this country. These women are 
entitled to political recognition by our law- 
makers because they help create the 
wealth of the nation,. while the ‘sporting 
woman,’ the ‘mannish .woman’ and the 
‘bicycle woman’ brings disgrace on the 
true womanly woman. And, be it 

“Resolved, ‘That the Woman's Rescue 
League condemns bicycle riding by young 
girls and women for the following reasons: 
Thirty per cent of the ‘fast girls’ that have 
come to the Rescue League for aid were 
bicycle riders at one time, and be it 

“Resolved, That since the closing up cf 
the houses of ill repute in Boston’ the 
‘sporting girl’ and ‘fast girl’ are taking to 
bicycle riding because they can better ply 
their vocation on account of the ‘oppor- 
tunities’ given them as cyclists, and, be it 

‘Resolved, That copies of these resolu- 
tions be sent to the prominent clergy of 
the United States calling attention to the 
suppression of bicycle riding by young girls 
because of the tendency to encourage im- 
morality, and, EE : 

“Purther Resolved, That the Woman's 
Rescue League condemns the coming ‘man- 
nish woman’ as a creature entirely useless 
and an unnecessary evil in this country, 
which should neither be tolerated nor en- 
ecuraged.

New York News ‘Bureau, by private 
Wire to J. C. Knox, manager.—Every 
one in Wall street admits the 
stock market shows wonderful strength; 
in fact, the strongest testimony to this effect 
comes from the short interest, which has 
been at a disadvantage for some time.

(Money continues remarkably easy 
and the favorable advices as to the corn 
crop supply ammunition which the bulls 
use freely every day in the week. It is 
believed in well informed banking circles 
that the street will soon begin to discuss 
the question of gold exports in a reason- 
able manner, abandoning the hope that 
the bond syndicate will attempt to ob- 
struct the natural operations of trade. Ir- 
respective of this point conservative people 
@re urging upon too sanguine operators 
these blemishes in the situation which 
must be dealt with from a common sense 
standpoint if the possibility of harm to 
market values is to be reduced. ‘With the 
Grangers 20 per cent above the low level 
of 189 it is not considered out of place 
to remember that hot winds and early 
autumn frosts are still possibilities which 
may, before the corn harvest, reduce the 
extravagant estimates now commonly 
made. The probable shortage of 70,000,000 
to 100,000,000 bushels in the country’s wheat 
crop is also receiving consideration from 
conservative people, especialy as the 
shortage largely falls upon part of the 
crop which the railroads expect to move 
to market early.

From The New York Stockholder. 

Quite a vigorous effort has been made 
to precipitate a decline in prices. On top 
of the market have been the bear, the sold 
out bull, the gold shipments. 1,ec prices 
have receded but sligntuly, Nor is any seri- 
ous decline or signincant liquidation apt 
to occur while the country 1s on the im- 
prove and all signs point to continued re- 
covery, 

It may be asked what is there to prevent 
a sharp fall in securities from tne:r pres- 
ent level? The reply is 2,500,000,000 bushels 
of corn and 200,000,000 bushels of spring 
wheat. These enormous crops are now 
practically assured; Their gathering means 
to the railroads and the industries mrore 
than a year of substantial prosperity, good 
wages, better transportation rates. What 
is there in these facts and conditions to 
cause a shrinkage in values? 

Rather are they the best foundations 
for a healthy market, and we believe that 
they justify purchases on every conces- 
sion. That prominent interests take that 
position is evident from the fact that not 
a few of those which were inactive six 
months ago are now strong factors in the 
market—some of them for the first time in 
several years. Merely to illustrate we may 
cite the case of R. P. Flower & Co. 

That wealthy and influential house, idle 
and waiting during the period of distrust 
and uncertainty, is now active. The cli- 
entele it represents in the west includes 
capitalists of the caliber and abilities of 
which Mr. H. H. Porter is a conspicuous 
type. Such interests would not be conduct- 
ing operations at the stock exchange if 
conditions were not ripe and circumstances 
auspicious. 

Among the stocks which wil! do to buy 
when weak is Sugar. eThere may occur, for 
epeculative reasons, such as the shaking 
out of some long line weakly’ held, sharp 
declines, but being a 12 per cent stock in a 
1 per cent money market, Sugar on such 
declines should be a purchase. 

Chicago Gas is a purchase at present 
prices to buy and hold. In that stock the 
declines will be temporary and based on 
wild rumors designed to make timid holders 
sell. The company’s difficulties are legal 
and will be overcome. Does any sensible 
person suppose that when that fact is con- 
summated Gas will be selling on its present 
non-dividend basis, in the 500s? We predict 
it will then sell in the 70s or the 8s. 

Though at present money being 1 per cent 
on a non-dividend level, it is interesting 
to know that the Chicago Gas companies 
are earning dividends of over 5 per cent on 
the stock, and that business is excellent. 
Under these circumstances is it any won- 
der that the interests best acquainted wit 
the property’s intrinsic value and possi- 
bilities are accumulating the stock that rep- 
resents it? 

Rock Island should be bought on conces- 
sions. It has fine crops, It was the first of 
the Grangers to cut down dividends. It 
never cut down expenses. Among the solv- 
ent low-priced stocks and purchases on con- 
sessions are Missouri Pacific. Great crops 
in Missouri and Kansas are the bull argu- 
ments on it. Southern Railway preferred, 
Kansas and Texas preferred, Wabesh pre- 
ferred and Wheeling and Lake Erie are 
also on the improve, and should be a pur- 
chase around present quotations. 

It is remarked of the Coalers that not- 
withstanding all the bearish talk about 
trade and the hopeless situation, they were 
the steadiest, if dullest. stocks in the little 
flurry of Friday. Reading was especially 
steady. The trade is at its worst. Stove 
coal is $2.65 a ton to the dealer, about a 
dollar less than a year ago. The price is 
ruinous, Every commodity has risen but 
coal. Every industry has revived but an- 
thracite. The prices of the shares say that 
it will not be long the sole exception. 

Business throughout the country, barring 
fFome sections of the west, which are wait- 
ing for the crops, is of unusually large vol- 
ume for this season of the year. Railroads 
are beginning to buy more freely of iron 
and steel as corn and wheat mature. Hence 
the iron industry is very prosperous, Mer- 
chants also increase purchases as an abun- 
dant harvest approaches, and various trades 
are thereby benefited, All of which bank 
exchanges distinctly reflect. 

Last week’s  total—$969,000.00—is 2 per 
cent larger than a year ago. Not onfly that 
—it practically equals the volume of clear- 
ings for the corresponding week in the nor- 
mal year 1891. Certainly these bank clear- 
ings are decidedly the best evidence of re- 
turning prosnerity. Earnings have not 
caught up to them, but that will come later. 
The gross earnings of the railroads the 
third week in July increased 6 per cent 
against an increase of 30 per cent for the 
week preceding when comparison was made 
with the strike period. Rock Tlend’s esti- 
mated earnings increased in July $159,000. 
St. Paul the fourth week increased £76,000. 
Atchison’s net in June increased $28,000.

ought early, prices receded to initial 
quotations. Dur .ng the last half-hour there 
was an advance again of a cent per 
bushel on a decrease of 712,000 bushels in 
the visible supply, but more particularly 
on the strong enn. continental cables, 
Antwerp and Berlin being about %c and 
Paris 21-3 to nearly 4% higher. This 
strength abroad ‘s sa'd to be on account 
of the weather conditions. There’ was also 
a good cash business reported, 75,000 bushels 
Said to be sold to go to New York. The 
entire advance did not hold, however, the 
market being so narrow. Weakness in 
coarse grains a!so thhad an influence on 
wheat. Clearances amounted to about 221,- 
000 bushels all told. Argentine shipments 
were light at only 90,000 bushels. 

‘Notwithstand'ng a good cash and ex- 
port demand for corn that cereal has 
been -weak the entire session, crop pros- 
pects being the governing influence. Secre- 
tary Coburn, of the Kansas board of agr!- 
culture, estimates that the yield of corn 
in that state will be 385,000, bushels, 
against 300,000,000 in 1889, the banner crop 
year, when so much ‘was reported as 
used for fuel. It its quite possible that the 
feeling is so very bearish that a large 
short interest is being accumuiated, and 
the market being narrow an attempt to 
cover any very large lines would ciuse a 
quick advance. However, we do not look 
for any substantial reaction to be main- 
ta'ned under present cond:tions. 

Oats were weak in sympathy with corn 
and on the crop prospects. 

Provisions continue to decline with little 
or no reaction. There is very little de- 
mand for hog products. The selling is not 
large, but the market ‘s so weak that 
merely an appearance of selling orders 
seems to have a depressing effect. Re- 
ceipts of hogs continue light. 


The Cereal Situation. 
From The New York Stcckhoider. 

Wheat holders had a discouraging week. 
They saw prices go against them even with 
some legitimate conditions more favorable 
to the long side than week before last. ‘he 
great buli argument was the light receipts 
at winter points, Detriot, St. Louis; Chica- 
g0 and Toledo. oking at these paltry ar- 
rivais each day, one might suppose that 
no winter wheat was raised. They were 
the smallest in years. That they accur- 
ately denoted the size of the crop is un- 
likely. The chances are the movement will 
increase, that it has been delayed by farm- 
ers holding back their product for better 
prices and by unfavorable weather.

It will be observed that, as compared with 
the shipments of three weeks ago, there 
was a falling off last week (ended July 2Yth) 
of about 3,000,000 bushels. The principal 
reduction was from Russia, As compared 
with three weeks ago all countries decreas- 
ed materially except Argentina, Of course, 
if the falling off should continue it would 
help prices; but foreign houses are very 
skeptical as to talk of small exports from 
countries like Russia, Argentina and India, 
Russia has a large crop practically assured, 
and Argentina’s crop is doing well. No 
wonder then that the foreign markets bull 
hard.

The heavy falling off in western receipts 
here shown consisted, as we have said, of 
winter wheat. The movement of spring 
wheat was fair. It is going to be very large 
in the not distant future. That is the bear- 
ish factor. For, while there has been a 
good talk of damage in the Dakotas and 
Minnesota, it is worth noting that the most 
conservative authorities say that there is 
more than an average yield, The crop of 
North Dakota is immense. That of South 
Dakota is above an average. That of Min- 
nesota is heavy. About three weeks ago 
such a good authority as Mr. M. Doran, of 
St. Paul, predicted that with ten days of 
favorable weather the northwest would 
raise the largest crop in its history. Mr. 
Doran, being asked at the close of the week 
for his views, reiterated his remarks of 
three weeks ago, only that on the last oc- 
casion he said the northwest “has raised.” 
In our opinion that settles it, and as for- 
eigners are not taking our product in quan- 
tity, as the winter wheat receipts promise 
to increase, and as those of spring wheat in 
the not distant future will be heavy, the 
market is a sale on the rallies.

In a few days the regular exposition is- 
sue of tickets will be made, and the order 
will be placed just as soon as all arrange- 
ments are made. Chief Felder, of the ad- 
mission department, is busily engaged on 
the work ‘and will soon have the proof of 
the tickets, so that it may be laia before 
the executive committee. For the present 
temporary tickets will be used. They are al- 
ready printed and in addition to the name of 
the exposition and the proverbial ‘‘admit 
one,’”’ appear the words, “Good only for 
the day stamped.” These tickets will be 
on sale only at the gates of the exposition 
and will cost 25 cents each. The price of 
admission will be raised to 50 cents after 
the exposition opens. 

The regutar tickets will be changed daily 
and will be good only for the day on 
which they are sold. This has been de- 
cided to be best, as many tickets may be 
carried over, and it would be possible for 
the tickets to be stolen or lost, in which 
case they would be used afterwards. <Ac- 
cording to the plan adopted, ail this. will 
be obviated, andif a ticket is not used on 
the day on which it is purchased it will be 
turned down by the keeper at the gates.

TOTAL FINES OVER THREE. YEARS 


The Dive Raided Is Just Opposite the Po- 
lice Station—They All Go to the. 
Stockade. 


The police captured forty-nine negroes in 
raiding a dive on Decatur street yesterday. 
The gang was found in James Lynch's 8a- 
loon on Decatur street, opposite the police 
station, and was a motley crowd of.colored 
humanity. 

The wholesale haul was made on account 
of the frequent brawls, fights and disorders 
of the dives, which have given the officers 
trouble lately. The place has been the 
rendezvous of a gang of worthless negroes 
who loaf about Decatur street, and the offi-, 
cers say that the gang assemblies in the dive 
early in the morning and remains all day 
and most of the night. The day is paased in 
the worst kinds of dissipations, and at fre- 
quent intervals during the afternoon and 
night the officers are called to the place 
to quell disturbances, Saturday night the 
gang got so boisterous and wild that Cap- 
tain Jennings, of the evening watch, and 
two or three ‘officers raided ¢he place, but 
when they got inside the dive had assumed 
the appearance of a well regulated camp 
meeting. The proprietor of the dive was 
arrested by Captain Jennings, however, and 
was locked up for running a disorderly 
house. 

Captured Forty-Nine Negroes. 

Yesterday morning Officers Powell, 
Shepard, Grant,-Estes and Wildauer decid- 
ed to raid the dive, and they did so in 
the most successful manner, the Officers 
quickly surrounding the exits of the place 
and capturing every inmate, forty- 
nine {fn number, male and female. The ne- 
groes were in a state of consternation. They 
were quietly lined up and marched to the 
station house. For an hour Station House 
Keeper Braselton had his hands full tak- 
ing the names and effects of the darkies. 
The gang was marched in front of the sta- 
tion house keeper in twos, and as ‘they 
were searched they were quickly ushered 
into cells, 

It Was an Unusual Spectacle. 


Yesterday afternoon forty-five of the-ne- 
groes were lined up in a double row in 
front of Aeting Recorder Camp on charges 
of idling and Ioitering. It took fifteen 
minutes separate the gang from the 
crowd of prisoners in the station house, and 
when they were finally lined up in Fifth reg- 
iment style the sight was one never before 
witnessed in the courtroom, There have 
been large gangs of offenders of the kind, 
but according to the officers, the crowd 
that was arraigned when the court an- 
nounced ready yesterday afternoon was the 
largest in the history uf the Atlanta police 
department. In the crowd was every type 
of colored humanity that can be found 
on Decatur street when in its most glorious 
aspect, Some of them were yellow, some 
were black, some almost white, and one of 
the young bucks had a reddish complexion. 

They Weve All Workers. 


A characterizing feature of Tre trial was 
the earnestness with which the prisoners 
swore concerning their own industry. Act- 
ing Reeorder Camp said that according to 
the pleas of the defgndants, they werd the 
most industrious set of “niggers” in the 
state—in fact, he considered the gang so in- 
dustrious 


days in the stockade. 
Was a Remarkable Raid. 

The raid was a remarkable one aside 
from a numerical standpoint. If paid the’ 
fines imposed on the gang of negroes would 
bring the city the sum of $675. It was the 
high water mark of fines in the police court 
in.any one day, and Mr., Camp has the 
distinction of breaking the record in sev- 
eral respects in connection with the case. 
The forty-five negroes before him were 
each fined $15 and costs. The amount stat- 
ed does not include the costs. The costs 
of the case, if paid, would amount to $33.75. 
The total number of days’ work that will 
be rendered the city by the gang is 1,350, 
or three years, eight months and fifteen 
days. Should the four other defendants in 
the same case yet to be tried receive the 
Same sentences 120 days more of work will 
be added to the total. The fines of the 


four would amount to $60 and the costs - 


to $3. ” 
Was a Strategic Raid. 

The police raided the dive at an hour un- 
usual in such cases. Heretofore ‘the dives 
have always been raided at night, and that 
fact caused the police to lose many cases, 
the negroes setting up the plea that they 
had just quit work at night and entered 
the place to get something to eat. Their 
contention on the ground that they were 
not idlers got many of them out of trouble 
in the past, and on Captain Jennings’s 
suggestion the raid yesterday was made in 
the morning to defeat a plea that the 
idlers worked, they having no excuse to 
offer for being gathered in the dive bright 
and early on Monday morning. 

A Curious Assortment of Weapons. 

It was a wonderful lot of effects that was 
taken from the negroes.4 They had every- 
thing on their persons from a pen knife to 
a butcher knife and from a rock to the 
biggest kind of a gun. All of the negroes 
had some kind of a weapon. 

The stockade wagon was occupied until 
a late hour last night hauling out the un- 
fortunates from the station house. In ad.- 
dition to the forty-five sentenced at one 
time, Acting! Recorder Camp sentenced 
twenty other offenders yesterday, making 
a total of sixty-five new arrivals at the 
stockade last night. The police have de- 
termined to break up the gangs of idiers 
and loafers around: the dives in the city, ° 
and several other raids are likely to be 
made soon. 


TARHEELS ON A JAUNT. 


Special Train of North Carolinians 
Reached Hete Last Night. 
Atlanta will be well filled with North 

Carolinians today. , 

A special train came in last night, and 
each coach loaded with people,from along 
the Southern between Charlotte and At- 
lanta. 

The excursion train was made up at 
Charlotte yesterday morning, and when it 
left that city was composed of twelve 
eceches, every one cf which was well 
Icaded with people who were anxious to see 
Atlanta and the progress it has made on 
the exposition.

‘The Resolution Providing for Two, Ses- 
sions a Day in the Schools Goes. 


RECIVED | UNANIMOUS = ADOPTION 


Captain Hendrix Interviewed—No Money 
for ap Overflow Building— The 
Resolution Given in Full 


The resolution adopted at the last meet- 
ing of the board of education providing for 
two sessions a day in the lower grades of 
the public schools is likely to remain unal- 
tered. R 

No action was taken by the board until 


ite bearings and having considered the 
matter maturely, they intend to give it 
no further consideration. 

Captain J. C. Hendrix, who supported 
the resolution, states that no Detter pro- 
vision could possibly be made under the 
circumstances and that while it seems 
to operate as a hardship upon some of the 
teachers it is more so in appearance than 
it is in reality. ia 

“I am very sorry, for my part,” said 
Captain Hendrix, ‘that so much has been 
said in the newspapers concerning the ac- 
tion of the board, as if a terrible mistake 
had been made by that body. The resolu- 
tion was carefully considered and, after full 
iscussion was adopted without a dissent- 
. vote. It will entail additional work 
upon several of the teachers, but for this 
they will receive extra compensation. No 
member of the board entertains a deeper 
regard for the welfare of the teachers 
than I do and I am the last mar to im- 
pose a burden upon them unnecessarily. 
But nothing else can be done. It is out 
of the question to put up an overflow build- 
ing and the only solution to the difficulty 
is to hold two sessions a day in the lower 
grades.”’ 

Captain Hendrix went on to say that in 
the colleges and seminaries of the country 
the teachers were required to teach as 
many as eight hours a day without receiv- 
ing better salaries than tre teachers in 
the public schools. In consideration of the 
extra pay and the scarcity of funds, mak- 
ing it impossible at this time to put up 
an overflow building, he saw no reason 
why the teachers should complain and 
hoped, after hearing the reasons of the 
board, they would be induced to view the 
matter differently. 

The action of the board in regard to hold- 
ing double sessions in the lower grades 
of the public sehools was taken at a spe- 
clal meeting called for that purpose a few 
days ago. In order to give the readfrs of 
The Constitution a precise insight 
into the board's action a- copy of 
the Tesolutions has been securea. ‘The 
following is the resolution as adopted by 
the board last Thursday afternoon: 

‘The joint committee to whom was re- 
ferred the question of making provision 
for the chilaren wno would be unable to 
gain admittance into the publ.c school of 
Atianta (as now organ:zed) for want of 
room, ‘beg leave to report. 

“They have given tne question due con- 
siderat:on and are satisiied that a very 
large number of pupils will be excluded 
if additional facilt.es are not provided. 
And seeing no ‘way to build additional 
school rooms in these times of financ.al 
depression, and knowing that accommoda- 
tion should be made for ail the children 
of our c.tizens alike and realizing that 
the board of education should lead in the 
inauguration of every reform possible so 
as*to give the largest educational advan- 
tages for the least money, and uniting in 
the opinion that primary classes as here- 
tofore taught’ have been too large; do 
recommend that the first, second, third 
and fourth grades be taught in two classes, 
one class from 8:30 o’clock a. m. to 12 m., 
the other from 12:30 to 4 p. m. 

‘The changes, in the op:nton of your 
committee, will very materially reduce 
the size of the classes, thereby enabling 
the teachers to do more thorough work 
and at the same time make room for 
those who otherwise would be kept out 
of our schools. For the primary teachers 
teaching these two classes for the ad- 
ditional time we recommend an increase 
in their salaries of 15 per cent, but this 
increase to apply to none not teaching the 
two classes the full time herein named. 

‘In all other matters the rules otherwise 
provided shall govern.” 

This resolution was reported by a joint 
committee, composed of the committee on 
teachers and the committee on buildings 
and. grounds. It was reported after con- 
ferr-ng with the mayor and members of 
the city council and was adopted by the 
board unanimously. , 
The crowded conditton of the schools 
will not be such as to entail double duty 
on all the teachers in the lower grades. 
Only a few of the grades will be over- 
crowded. Extra work will be required of 
these teachers, but f-om the present out- 
look the situation is without a remedy. 


DID THEIR WORK WELL. 


Judge Hopkins Has n Good Word for 
the Codifiers. 

Judge John L. Hopkins was speaking 
yesterday of the work of the codiflers and 
of the committee of the legislature which 
was appointed to revise, or rather to in- 
spect, the work of the eminent gentlemen 
who have’ been revising the code. 

“I hope to see the day,’ said he, “when 
the code shall have come from the primters 
and shall be got up in artistic, attrac- 
tive style as such a work shculd be pre- 
pared. The committee has its next meet- 
ing on the 26th, at which time some ad- 
ditional matters will be submitted to -it. 
You cannot praise too highly the work of 
the legislative committee which has had 
the supervision of the work of the codifiers. 
I have never seen a similar body go at its 
work more earnestly and stick to it more 
faithfully. The codifiers have been highly 
pleased at finding this disposition on the 
part of the committee, for of course if 
there are any mistakés in our work we 
are most anxious to know it. Yes, you can- 
not say too much for the committee.”
